Section .2. It shall be unlawful for

that this section shall not apply to in- 
tersections where a traffic officer is on 
duty or a signal regulating traffic is in 
operation. :

Section 9, All commercial vehicles 
shall be excluded from Broad Stréet 
between State Street and Chestnut 
Street and from Market Street between 
Plane Street and Alling Street, except 
as it may be necessary to carry supplies 
to or from residences or places of busi- 
ness on either side of said streets, or in 
cast of buildings being erected fronting 
on said streets.

Mr. Reilly: This subject was brought 
up at last Friday night’s meeting of the 
Essex Trades Council. Naturally the 
sympathies of organized labor are with 
realize 
a condition exists, and though the use 
of substitutes has tided us over, accom- 
panying those substitutes and the use of 
them have been disadvntages that are 
heartbreaking to the average house- 
holder. Seventy-five per cent of the 
citizens of Newark are wage earners. 
Their wives have to attend to their 
household duties, and accompanying the 
use of soft coal has come the dirt and 
grime that all of them are complaining 
of, and even though in your own par- 
ticular household you may still have a 
suppiy of hard coal, your neighbors use 


the striking miners, but we 
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the soft coal, and the smoke and dis‘ 
goes through the air, and if a woman 
has her clothes on the line they are 
dirtied, and it has a depressing effect, 
and none of us want to see the women 
washing and rewashing clothes. Added 
to that there is the dirt in the house. 


We feel there should be some expres- 
sion of public sentiment on this matter. 
It is true we are keeping warm, in a 
sense, but if this condition is permitted 
to continue it wll be no time before the 
general beauty of the city will be marred 
and we will become in appearance like 
the northwestern cities that use soft 
coal all the time, and at that they don’t 
use the same type of coal that is used 
in this territory. We feel that the con- 
struction of our homes is not adapted to 
the use of soft coal. The flues are too 
small to carry off the smoke and dirt 
and it accumulates through the house. 


Some of our newspapers during the 
past few weeks—we see in them that 
the people are content with the situation; 
that they are growing used to soft coal 
ond hard coal substitutes, and the in- 
ference was spread that people of our 
city are perfectly satisfied with condi- 
tions, that they were sitting tight. We 
disagree with that declaraton. We also 
disagree with the assumption that any 
newspaper or any private body is in a 
position to reflect public sentiment; that 
you men, and you men alone, selected as 
a public body, are capable of doing that, 
and we were moved still further by a 
news item in the paper last Friday to 
the effect that the Fuel Commissioner in 
the State of New York had appeared be- 
fore the conference in session in New 
‘ork City and had told them tnar su 
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far as the State of New York was con- 
cerned, why, “Oh, hell, you fellows can 
meet from now to Doomsday; we are 
not affected in the least,” and that item 
was published with apparent glee. 


. We feel that any man that savs he 
is satisfied with present conditions, or 
who pictures the citizens of Newark as 
satisfied with the present conditions—-he 
is telling you that we would be satisSed 
with horse cars, or a horse trough for a 
bathtub, We think there are disadvant- 
ages that should be spoken out against. 
We feel our organization, representing 
the wage earners of the City—we don’t 
represent the non-union workers, but 
we feel we can reflect what is going 
through the minds of the people. We 
feel that an expression such as this, 
coming from our body to you people 
should be heard as the true expression 
of the public sentiment on this strike. 
They are meeting in New York. Both 
sides want to come to an understanding, 
and I believe a little urging by you 
would help to bring that about.

Mayor Raymond: I think at this point 
I would like to make a statement. I am 
very pleased to report to the Commis- 
sion formally—I have already done so 
informally, and to the public, that I am 
able to introduce today an ordinance for 
the adoption of a lease with the Weyer- 
hauser Lumber Company on property 
adjoining the property which we have re- 
The 
Weyerhauser Lumber Company is prob- 
ably the largest lumber company in the 
United States. They will occupy thirty 
acres for a term of twenty years with 
a period of renewal for ten. The rental 
for the first five years will be $24,000 
per year, or a total of $120,000; for the 
second five years $27,000, or a total of 
$135,000; the third five years $30,000, or 
a total of $150,000 for the five-year 
period, and for the fourth five years 
$33,750, or $168,750 for the period. The 
total for twenty years will be $573,750, 


cently rented to Sears-Roebuck. 


In the renewal period the rental for the 
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first five years will be $36,750; for the 
second five years $39,750, or a total of 
$183,750 for the first five years of the 
renewal period, and $198,740 for the sec- 
ond five years of that period, making a 
grand total of $956,250 for the thirty- 
year period. This means an average 
rental per year over the thirty-year 
period of $31,875. l 


The company has made certain repre- 
sentations to us, and our investigation of 
the company has justified our relying 
upon their representations. It operates 
its own line of steamers. One steamer 
will carry seven million feet of lumber, 
which is equivalent to 250 railroad cars. 


- They will receive at least two steamers 


a month, fourteen million feet of lumber, 
or 500 railroad cars of lumber each 
month, arriving at and being distributed 
from Port Newark. The company 
means to make Newark its eastern ter- 
minal. This means that about twenty- 
three families will move here from Bal- 
timore, which is now its eastern ter- 
minal. The company will employ about 
300 employees, with a weekly payroll 
of between $6,500 and $7,000. The com- 
pany contemplates investing about half 
a million dellars in a plant; and it also 
proposes to do its banking with our local 
institutions, based upon its business ex- 
perience the company expects to do be- 
tween ten million and twelve million 
dollars worth of busness in this City a 
year, 


I am very pleased to announce that 
we have effected this lease, and I want 
to say in fairness to somebody that the 
employee who brought about this lease, 
whose years of work resulted in this 
achievement, was Dr. Charles F. Kreae- 


mer. Dr. Kreaemer has worked for 
three years on the renting of Port New- 
ark. It was largely through his work 
that we brought Sears-Roebuck to the 
point of negotiation, and it was through 
his bringing Colonel Long to my office 
that we were able to negotiate this lease. 
. b 

I think there is a misunderstanding 
as to the amount of work Dr. Kraemer 
does, and the sincerity with which he 
does it ,and the whole hearted enthusi- 
asm he has in the success of his work. 
I know the Commission wishes to be 
fair to a hard working employee, and 
I think it is only fair that I should 
make this statement concerning hm, and 
give him this credit which is due him. 


I might say that through these two 
leases the total rentals over the period 
of the leases will be $2,356,250, and I 
would like to say, too, that we are only 
beginning. Dr. Kraemer has numerous 
prospects of other. leases, and I hope 
to bring other leases here within a short 
time. This is only the begnning of the 
development of that vast undeveloped 
property of Newark which, I think—I 
am subject to correction by men who 
know more of the subject than I do— 
but 1 think it contains about one-fifth of 
the total area of the city of Newark, 
which is vacant and ready to move along 
with the prosperity of this City, and 
‘every effort of the Department of Pub- 
lic Affairs is now being directed towards 
a tremendous success for Port Newark, 
because, as I have said many times, and 
as I most heartily believe, that is going 
to make Newark a greater city than al- 


most any city on the Atlantic seaboard, 
We have $8,000,000 invested there and 
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our payroll for services performed by 
our City employees—I don’t know ex- 
actly what the amount of it is, but it is 
absurdly small when we consider the 


vast amount of work that is being done. ` 


The organization is small and has 
been diminished in the last few years. 
I think we have diminshed the en- 
gineering force by three. We have Mr. 
O’Toole there to do the publicity work, 
which is of vast importance. He cir- 
cularizes Newark and Newark’s coming 
greatness and the possibility of New- 
ark’s being a splendid place in which 
business can locate throughout the world. 


Then Mr. Ross—it is not generally 
known what Mr. Ross does, but he is 
what is known as a trade expert—an ex- 
pert in commerce. He was president of 
a bank in the West, on the Pacific Coast, 
then took up this great interest in com- 
merce and then edited a marine maga- 
zine and we had to retain Mr. Ross 
whenever we had hearings in Washing- 
ton relating to our port. We were 


. obliged ‘to retain Mr. Ross to make an 


intelligent presentation of the City's 
case with respect to trade rules and 
trade negotiations, for which we have 
no one in our department at the present 
time. The City of Newark, not being a 
seaboard town, we had: nobody to whom 
we could turn, and after a while I asked 
Mr. Ross if he would serve us under a 
salary and he consented to do so. Since 
then he. has taken up various important 
questions, such as the matter of ships 
not being detained at the immigraton 
Station, but coming directly here, so that 
now boats do not go through the in- 
convenience of having to stop at another 
port before coming to Newark, but they 
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come to Newark, and go through the in- 
vestigation matters here. He has taken 
up lighterage charges and railroad rates 
and innumerable questions at Washing- 
ton and with the railroads and else- 
where, and he is also the one expert 
we have to take up the question of in- 
ternational commerce, and it is his duty 
to, be outside of Newark, wherever he is 
called and wherever he is needed, to do 
that important technical 
work for Port Newark, 


commercial 


The investment of $6,000 for such a 
man, on an undertaking where we have 
$8,000,000 involved, it seems to me, is 
not much. 


Then when these circulars and other 
publicity which Mr. O’Toole circulates 
produce inquiries it means that someone 
wants to come here to do business, and 
the system is to turn those inquiries over 
to Dr. Kraemer. He carries on all the 
correspondence and does all the work 
toward bringing about a lease. This 
means his traveling all over the country, 
and he has written a letter which I am 
going to give to the press this morning, 
explaining what he has done. 


His services in bringing aboutithis lease 
would yield him as a real estate agent 
about $25,000, and his services on the 
other lease would have yielded him a 
larger return, and I think that it is 
fortunate that we can find a real estate 
man of his years and experience who 
will give his whole time to our City 
business and who will sacrifice the mak- 
ing of money in the general real estate 
business to be of service to his city. I 
feel that I am justified in my judgment 
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of Dr. Kraemer, and my judgment is 
based on some years of experience and 
what is happening at Port Newark has 
justified the years of work down there. 
Sometime another man’s department is 
not known to his colleagues as it should 
be. That is why I am explaining these 
things this morning. 


I might say, in addition, that we are 
paying Dr. Xraemer $6,000 a year, and 
that in addition to the work which he 
has done in reference to Port Newark, 
and my colleagues were anxious that I 
make it known what he did, he has 
acted as the City’s expert witness and 
appraiser, without compensation, in all 
of the innumerable proceedings we have 
had before assessment commissior.ers 
and tax boards, and all other such bodies 
for the last three years, and has done 
an enormous amount of work, which 
would have cost the City a great deal 
He 


is always called upon, and he represents 


more than we are paying him now. 


us in all these condemnations for street 
improvements, defending the City’s as- 
sessments before tax boards and testi- 
fying in court and in all that work 
he has been our official witness without 
compensation. I think he certainly earns 
the money we pay him. 

Commissioner Raymond introduced 
the following ordinance and moved its 
adoption on first reading. 


The Clerk then read the ordinance as 
follows: 


An ordinance authorizing the making 
and execution of a lease between the 
City of Newark and Weyerhauser Tim- 


ber Company, a corporation of the 
State of Washington, of a tract of land 
at the Port Newark Terminal, in the 
City of Newark. 


WHEREAS, A proposed lease be- 
tween the City of Newark and Weyer- 
hauser Timber Company, a corporation 
of the State of Washington, has beer 
prepared, setting forth the terms and 
conditions agreed upon between the City 
of Newark, acting by and through 
Thomas L. Raymond, Mayor and Di- 
rector of the Department of Public Af- 
fairs, in charge of Port Newark Ter- 
minal, and the representatives of Weyer- 
hauser Timber Company; 


Now, therefore, the Board of Com- 
missioners of the City of Newark do 
ordain: 

Section 1. That a lease between the 
City of Newark and Weyerhauser Tim- 
ber Company of premises located at 
Port Newark, in the City of Newark, 
County of Essex and State of New Jer- 
sey, and described as follows: 


First Tract—Beginning at a point in 
the northerly line of Marsh Street, 
distant 1,843.97 feet from the easterly 
line of Terminal Street, measured 
the said northerly line of Marsh 
Street; running thence (1) on a course 
N. 20° 22’ 55” east, at right angles to 
the said northerly line of Marsh 
Street, a distance of 715 feet to a 
point, said point being on the face line 
of the present City dock on the south 
side of the City channel at Port New- 
atk Terminal, produced; running 

thence 2, along said dock face,produced 


on a course S, 65° 37’ 05” east, and at 


right angles to the first mentioned 
course a distance of 877 feet; running 
thence 3, on a course S, 24° 22, 55” 
west, at right angles to the second 
mentioned course, a distance of 
715 feet to a 
northerly line of Marsh Street; run- 
ning thence 4, along the said northerly 
line of Marsh Street and at right 
angles to the third mentioned course 
north 65° ’ 37’ 5” west a distance of 
877 feet to the point or place of be- 
ginning. Said first tract containing 
14.4 acres of land, be the same more 
or less.

Second Tract—Beginning at a point in 
the southerly line of Marsh Street, 
said point being distant 1,850 feet, 
measured along said southerly line of 
Marsh Street from the easterly line of 
Terminal Street; running thence (1) 
along said southerly line of Marsh 
Street on a course south 65° 37’ 5” 
east a distance of 877 feet; thence (2) 
at right angles to the said southerly 
line of Marsh Street on a course 
south 24° 22 55” west a distance of 
775 feet to a point distant 75 fect 
northerly measured at right angles 
from the present southerly zone line 
of the Port Newark Terminal De- 
velopment Project; running thence 
(3) onacourse north 65° 375” west 
parallel to said southerly zone line 
and distant 75 feet northerly, meas- 
ured at right angles therefrom, a dis- 
tance of 877 feet; running thence (4) 
at right angles to the last mentioned 
course north 24° 22’ 55” east a dis- 
tance of 775 feet to the point o- place 
of beginning. Said second tract con- 
taining 15.6 acres of land, be the same 
more or less, 
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upon the terms and conditions herein- 
after described, be and the same is here- 
by authorized, and the Mayor and City 
Clerk are hereby authorized and di- 
rected to execute the same on behalf of 
the City of Newark. 


Section 2. That said lease shall be 
made in accordance with an agreement 
between the City of Newark and Weyer- 
hauser Timber Company, and in the 
form now on file in the office of the 
Director of the Department of Public 
Affairs, which is hereby made a part 
hereof by reference, and is approved, 
and which contract provides that 


The City covenants and agrees: 


(a) To lease the premises above de- 
scribed for a term of twenty years, com- 
mencing June 1, 1926, and ending on 
the last day of May, 1946, with an op- 
tion to the tenant to renew said lease for 
a further term of ten years, commenc- 
ing June 1, 1946, and ending on the last 
day of May, 1956, upon the same terms, 
covenants, agreements and restrictions as 
apply for the first twenty years, except 
as to rental. 


(b) That the rent for the original 
term of twenty years shall be the sum 
of $573,750, payable as follows: Each 
and every year during the first five 
years of said term, the sum of $24,000, 


payable in equal quarterly installments in’ 


advance; each and every year during 
the second five years of said term, the 
sum of $27,000, payable in equal quarter- 
ly installments, in advance; each and 
every year during the third five years 
of said term, the sum of $30,000, pay- 


able in equal quarterly installments in ` 


advance; and each and every year dur- 
ing the fourth five years of said term, 
the sum of $33,750, payable in equal 
quarterly installments in advance. 


That the rent for the ten-year renewal 


period, provided the same is exercised, 


shall be the sum of $382,500, payable as 
follows: Each and every year during the 
first five years of said renewal period, 
the sum of $36,750, payable in equal 
quarterly ‘installments in advance; and 
each and every year during the second 
five years of said renewal period, the 
sum of $39,750, payable in equal quart- 
erly installments, in advance. 


(c) That the tenant shall have the 
privilege during the term of the lease to 
erect upon the premises buildings and 
other structures suitable for its business, 
of frame coristruction or otherwise; said 
buildings in all other respects shall be 
constructed in accordance with the or- 
dinances of the City of Newark and/or 
the rules and regulations of any de- 
partment thereof and /or the rules of the 
State of New Jersey and/or the rules 
and requirements of the National Board 
of Fire Underwriters, so far as the same 
relates to buildings of the type erected. 


(d) That the City, prior to June 1, 
1926, shall fill in and grade the leased 
promises to the established grade of 
Marsh Street. 


(e) That the tenant shall, at all times 
during the term of the lease, have the 
exclusive right to the use of the wharf 
and dock in the front part of the first 
tract herein described for the berthing, 
un:oading and loadng of vessels serving 


the tenant, with the privilege of in- 
stalling equipment for the conveying, 
loading and unloading of lumber and 
merchandise, without any additional 
charge for wharfage; it being understood, 
however, that said dock is constructed 
to carry a uniformly distributed load of 
1,800 pounds per square foot, and that 
the tenant will not, at any time during 
the term of this lease exceed this limit 
on said dock, and provided, further, that 
said tenant will not, for a period of six 
months after the grading of the lands 
immediately in the rear of said dock and 
for a distance of 50 feet therefrom, place 
any load in excess of 800 pounds per 
square foot, and that, after the expira- 
tion of said six months there shall not 
be placed upon said lands a lead greater 
than 2,090 pounds per square foot, uni- 
formly distributed. 


(£) That the City, prior to June 1, 


1926, shall extend to the easterly bound- . 


ary of ‘the premises demised the rail- 


road tracks now existing in and along 


Marsh Street and shall extend to the 
easterly boundary of the premises here- 
by demised the railroad tracks running 
along the southerly zone line of the Port 
Newark Terminal development. i 


(g) That the City grants to the ten- 
ant the right to take off a siding or sid- 
ings from the railroad tracks owned by 
the City to be constructed in and along 
Marsh Street, and from tracks to be 
constructed along the southerly line of 
the second tract to the easterly line 
thereof, into and upon said premises 
. leased, and in accordance with plans 
approved by the Director of the Depart- 
ment of Public Affairs, to construct and 
maintain over and across said tracks in 


Marsh Street railway grade crossing or 
crossings, said siding and crossings, if 
so constructed, to be at the expense of 
the teriant; and it is further mutually 
understood that the railroad tracks of the 
City, hereinabove referred to, have at 
the present time been connected with the 
tracks of the Pennsylvania System and 
the Central Railroad of New Jersey. The 
City agrees with the tenant that during 
the entire term of the lease, and of any 
renewal thereof, it will furnish or cause 
to be furnished or secured by appropri- 
ate arrangements with all common car- 
tier railroads which have already estab- 
lished or may hereafter establish, physi- 
cal connection with the City’s tracks, 
common carrier service to or upon the 
premises herein demised for shipments to 
or from the demised premises over all of 
said common carrier roads; and that if 
at any time the City shall fail to furnish 
or cause to be furnished or secured to 
the tenant: such common carrier service 
it will grant, and does hereby grant, to 
the tenant the right to use its said tracks 
free of charge, for the purpose of es- 
tablishing and maintaining connections 


with any one or more of said common. 


carrier :railroads; and the granting by 
the City to the tenant the right to use 
its said‘tracks free of charge, shall, in 
case of failure by the City to furnish 
common carrier service, be a sufficient 
compliance with this clause of the con- 
tract. 


(h) That the City grants to the Ten- 
ant permission to construct ether a tun- 
nel under a viaduct or structure over 


. Marsh Street, at the option of the Ten- 
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ant for the purpose of operating a con- 
veyor for the movement of lumber be- 
tween the first tract and the second tract, 
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as herein described, without additional 
compensation to the City; it being un- 
derstood that this permission is granted 
upon condition that the tunnel, viaduct 
or structure shall not be of a greater 
width than 85 feet, and shall be con- 
structed and maintained in a manner sat- 
isfactory to the Director of the Depart- 
ment of Public Affairs or his author- 
-ized agent, 


(i) That the City, prior to June 1, 
1926, shall extend the dock now con- 
structed along the southerly side of the 
channel easterly, so that there will be a 
continuous dock from the easterly side of 
Terminal Street to the easterly side of 
the premises herein leased, the new con- 
struction to be of the same type as that 
of the presently constructed dock. 


(j) That the City shall provide, prior 
to June 1, 1926, and maintain in front of 
the dock in the City Channel from the 
dock to the channel in Newark Bay, 
during the term of this lease, 30 feet of 
water at mean low tide, the said City 
channei to be mantained at a width of 
at least 200 feet. 


(k) That the City shall pave, prior to 
Tune 1, 1926, Marsh Street from Ter- 
minal Street to the easterly boundary of 
the premises hereby leased, and to es- 
tablish and pave a street fifty feet in 
width running along the westerly bound- 
ary of the premises herein described 
with a concrete pavement or some other 
permanent hard surface pavement of 
equa! quality. 


(1) The City shall maintan and keep 


45 


in repair at all times during the term of 
this lease the docks and pavements; a 
sewer system and portable water supply 
in Marsh Street (except that the tenant 
will be required to repair any and all 
damage to said dock ‘caused by the dock- 
ing of ships which are serving tenant), 
and to furnish municipal service in the 
cleaning of streets and the removal of 
snow therefrom similar to that now fur- 
nished by the City in other manufactur- 
ing districts, or which may hereafter 
from time to time be furnished. 


Section 2. The tenant covenants and 
agrees: 


(a) That all improvements erected up- 
on the leased premises shall, at the end 
of the lease, become the property of the 
City, except that the tenant shall have 
the right to remove therefrom all ma- 
chinery, belting, cranes, trade fixtures 
and equipment. 


(b) That it will, throughout the term 
of the lease, pay unto the City the rent 
therein reserved, and in the respective 
amounts above stipulated on the days and 
in the manner limited and prescribed for 
the payment thereof without any defalca- 
tion, fraud or other delay, and on the 
last day of the term or other earlier de- 
termination will peaceably and quietly 
leave, surrender and yield up to the City 
all and singular the demised premises. 


(c) That it will not let, sublet or un- 
deriet said premises or any part thereof, 
nor assign or sell said lease wthout frst 
obtaining the written consent of the City 
except that said lease may be assigned by 
the tenant or the tenant may sublet or 
underlet the said premises or any part 


thereof to any subsidiary corporation 
owned or controlled by the tenant with- 
out obtaining such consent, but no such 
assignment or sub-lease or under-lease 
shall relieve the tenant of any of its ob- 
ligatons under said lease. 


(d) That it will not use’or permit said 
leased premises or any part thereof to

(e) That it will pay for the use of 
water used by it at the rates now estab- 
lished or which may hereafter be, from 
time to time, established. 


(f) That it will indemnify the City 
against any act or negligence by it for 
any occurrence on or adjoining the de- 
mised premises during the term of said 
lease. 


(g) That it will permit the City or 
its agents to enter the leased premises 
on business days at reasonable hours to 
examine the same and if the premises 
shall be abandoned, deserted or vacated 
during the term of said lease, it will 
permit the City or its agents to re-enter 
the same by force, or otherwise, not be- 
ing liable to any prosecution therefor, 
and to relet the same as the agent of said 
tenant and receive and apply the rents 
so received, first, to the payment of the 
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rent due and then to such expenses that 
the City may be put to, and will preserve 
the said demised premises and quit and 
surrender the same at the expiration of 
said term in as good condition as reason- 
abie use and ware thereof will permit 
damage by the elements excepted.

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Mayor Raymond: I would like to say 
a few more words in reference to the 
salaries of the employees. I don’t want 
to take up too much time. I think the 
Commission fully understands the situ- 
ation, but as I pointed out to them this 
morning, in the last few years my De- 
partment has been depleted. 


I have no Deputy. Under the Deputy- 
ship of Mr. Van Duyne a great deal of 
work was done. The salary of that 
office was $5,000. Mr, Foulks has re- 
signed and his office carried a salary of 
$7,500. Mr. Van Duyne’s salary as 
engineer was $7,500. Mr. Simpson, the 


„Engineer in Charge of Docks, has re- 


signed. His salary was $4,500. Mr. San- 
zenbacher, the Engineer in charge oi 
Distribution, has regigried. His office 
carries a salary of $4,800. Mr. Keppe- 
ler, a young man of energy and ability, 
who was also a veteran, became ill and 
died. His salary was $3,900, and we 
have been unable to find anybody to take 
his place. Mr. Howell was in charge of 
the Bureau of Streets, receiving $4,500, 
and he resigned. Mr. Shipman, who 
received $4,000 a year, took charge of a 
lot of work in the matter of street 
cleaning. We had a Mr. Hamiiton, who 
was the hydrographic engineer on the 
meadows, who was receiving $2,500. His 
work is now being done by Mr. Honig. 
The aggregate of the salaries of these 
men whom I have mentioned was $44,- 
200, and the work which they did has 
been done under a tremendous strain by 
the rest of the engineers in my depart- 
ment. We are not manned sufficiently. 
We haven’s been able to attract good 
engineers here because the pay is not 
sufficient. We have seen innumerable 
men, and they haven’t been interested. 
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I thirlk we should put these engineering 
salaries on a basis which wouid attract 
good engineers to Newark and the time 
has come when our important public 
works have got to be taken care of by 
men of the highest class. I shail de- 
vote the next month or two to trying to 
get competent engineers, but I do think 
the men we have got today who have 
pushed pavements through and finished 
the big works that have gone through at 
Port Newark and taken care of the 
street cleaning, and the water works 
with their depleted forces and have been 
loyal and stood by us and who have the 
ability to concentrate and do this work, 
should be rewarded, and I was very 
much pleased to see that I was agreed 
with this morning, in that we should 
make salaries that would attract to New- 
ark the best engineers. We don’t want 
a lot of engineers; we want Newark to 
be a place where the good ones will come.

"Newark, N. J., January 26, 1926. 


A regular meeting of the Board of 
Commissioners of the City of Newark, 
N. J., was held on the above date in the 
Commissioners’ chamber, City Hall, 
Newark, at 11 A. M.

counsel for the Roseville 
Extension Committee. 
on behalf of the committee about six or 
eight weeks ago, presenting an outline 
of what the citizens of Roseville desired 
in reference to the Morris Canal, and 
that was, in short, that the Morris 
Canal should be used for a rapid transit 
line. Since appearing before the Com- 
missioners here the Roseville Canal 
Tube Extension Committee has circu- 
lated petitions throughout the Roseville 
and North End section of Newark, and 
T have with me some of the petitions this 
morning. 


Last night a mass meeting was held at 
the Roseville Athletic Club and the check 
rooms were jammed with people to ex- 
press their views on this particular 
queston. At the end of the meeting a 
set of resolutions were presented, with 


the request that they be given to the City 
Commissioners here this morning, and 
the resolutions are as follows:

` WHEREAS, The State of New Jersey, 
through the Department of Conservation 
and Development, has agreed to turn 
over to the municipalities the canal bed 
lands lying within their juristiction at a 
nominal price; and, 


WHEREAS, The Morris Canal bed 
through the City of Newark forms a 
natural and highly valuable right-of-way 
for rapid transit purposes with an over- 
head boulevard for vehicular traffic; and, 


WHEREAS, a high speed line along 
the Morris Canal bed is not only neces- 
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sary because of the lack of proper trans- 
portaton facilities to the north end sec- 
tion of Newark, the Lackawanna Rail- 
road serving only a small area and its 
service being necessarily very limited, 
but such a high speed line is one of the 
greatest transportation improvements for 
the City of Newark; and, 


WHEREAS, A boulevard over the 
Morris Canal bed is highly essential to 
relieve the increasing congestion of ve- 
hicular traffic in the City of Newark; 
and, 


WHEREAS, It is desirable that the 
tube train service be extended not only 
to the south end of Newark, but also 
along the Morris Canal bed, even if it 
should be necessary to lease the operai- 
ing rights to a company other than the 
Pennsylvania Railroad Company; and, 


WHEREAS, It would be a serious 
detriment to the north end section of 
Newark to permit the Public Service 
Railway to use the Morris Canal bed for 
its trolley cars, as has been suggested, 
instead of having a high speed transit 
line; and, l 


WHEREAS, The property owners, 
business people and résidents of - the 
north end section of Newark, and par- 
ticularly those of the Roseville section, 
are aroused to the importance of having 
such a high speed rapid transit lins 
along the Morris Canal bed and have 
assembled at the Roseville Athletic Club 
on this 25th day of January, 1926, to 
express their views: 


BE IT RESOLVED, THEREFORE, 
That the residents, property owners and 


business people of Newark present at 
this meeting go on record as favoring the 
following : 


1. That the Commissfoners of the City 
of Newark proceed forthwith to acquire 
the bed of the Morris Canal within the 
City limits. 

2. That rapid transit tube service be 
extended from the Pennsylvania Rail- 
road along the bed of the Morris Canal. 


3. That a boulevard for vehicular 
traffic be built overhead. l 


4. That under no circumstances shall 
the Public Service Railway Company be 
permitted to use the canal bed for trolley 
cars, even though they may be designated 
“express” trolleys. 


5. That. the Roseville Canal Tube 
Extension Committee present these views 
to the City Commissioners of Newark, 
together with petitions with the individu- 
al signatures of the residents of the City 
of Newark. 


Mr. Auerbacher: I have this morning 
been able to present some of the peti- 
tions. A count shows that we have over 
ten thousand here and there are about 
ten thousand more that are out in the 
various stores in the Roseville and North 
End sections of Newark. These petitions 
are as follows: 


We, the undersigned, hereby request 
that the City Commissioners of Newark, 
New Jersey, make provisions for tube 
train service along the Morris Canal bed. 

We believe the canal bed should be 
used for rapid transit facilities, and that

a boulevard be built on top. We believe 
this to be of vital importance, not only 
because of the proposed abandonment of 
the Park Place tube station, but chiefly 
because the City of Newark in this way 
can at comparatively low cost, bring 
about a tremendous transportation im- 
provement. This improvement will not 
only serve the convenience of the resi- 
dents of the north end section of New- 
ark, but will result in the greatest in- 


crease in property this city has ever 


’ 


experienced. 


Mr. Auerbacher: That, in short, Mr. 
Mayor and Commissioners, is the view, 
or the views of the Roseville Canal Tube 
Extension Committee, who are ‘express- 
ing the views—the almost unanimous 
views of the property owners, the resi- 
dents and the business people of our 
section of the City. The people up there, 
I might say, are considerably aroused 
over this matter, because they have al- 
ways assumed for years that when the 
canal would be finally abandoned, we 
would have high speed transportation 
along the canal bed, and we most re- 
svectfully urge that the City Commis- 
sioners proceed as rapidly as possible to 
carry out the wishes of the citizens of 
that section of the City. 


Mayor Raymond: Does any other 


citizens desire to be heard? 


Mr. Auerbacher: These petitions 1 
wish to take back with me, because we 
want to have them all together when we 
finally present them. We expect to have 
between twenty and twenty-five thousand 
signatures, and we would like to present 
them at one time.

Mr. Johnson: I have been asked to 
come down and speak in connection with 
the interests of Centre Market, connected 
with this canal transit question. There 
are two or three interests by which the 
Centre Market is interested. First, it is 
a city investment, at present without 
adequate approaches. It is an institution 
for which the people all over the City 
have shown a steadfast interest, and for 
a third reason, it is an institution which 
has always been attractive to out of town 
shoppers a feature which always acts 
towards the general business of the city. 
We should like very much like to get 
more adequate approches to the market. 


In regard to the road over the canal, 
I believe it has been planned for years 
that from Broad Street to the river there 
would be a wide roadway over the old 
bed of the canal, and taking in North 
and South Canal Street. We do wish, 
however, to put in a strong plea for ade- 
quate sidewalks on such a road when it 
is put through, for at present there is 
no good sidewalk approaching Centre 
Market. If Commissioner Gillen had not 
had the foresight to turn the old market 
building into a walk there would not be 
any approach. That, for a temporary 
service is satisfactory. 
might be satisfactory, except that Mul- 
berry Street is in an abominable condi- 
tion between Clinton Street and the 


Market. 


As to transit facilities, I have been 
personally interested, and I feel there 
should be more than merely a local con- 
necting link in the canal bed. There is 


Clinton Street 


a territory reaching all the way from 


_ Newark to Paterson, at present without 


very adequate transit facilities. It runs 
through Roseville, which is already high- 
ly populated, and which would furnish 
a strong feeder; through Bloomfield the 
same condition is true. From Bloom- 
field on it is not at the present de- 
veloped, but as most of us who have 
cars know, it is a highly desirable stretch 
of ground, and well worthy of improve- 
ment, 


Of course, I realize Newark is only 
handling Newark’s problem, but in con- 
nection with these other things, the best 
solution of the transit question seems to 
be the canal. 


As to what kind of a transit line 
should be installed, we do not make any 
recommendations, but we do feel it 
should be a high speed line. The criti- 
cism has been made that it is too crooked, 
It seems to me that that is compensated 
for by its having no crossings. While 


` curves slow down speed, they do not 


slow it down as much as other things on 
an ordinary roadway. Personally I real- 
ly think it would be a good roadway, for 
a bus line, if the laying of a railroad 
would be too expensive. By widening it 
a little at the stopping places other busses 
that didn’t have passengers to discharge 
could go right on. You could practically 
get almost express service and local 
service at the same time, because there > 
would be nething.to prevent continuous 
operaton, 


unless the busses had pas- 


sengers to discharge. The busses would 
also leave the roadbed at main thorough- 


fares and go on to other routes. 
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We do wish to urge this because we 
feel we are representing not only the few 
hundred merchants in the Market, but 
their customers and clients who come 
from all over Newark, and who come 
from many of the towns which this 
would open. 


Mr. Albert Biertuempfel (Represent- 
ing the Albert H. Biertuempfel Associa- 
tion): I have been asked by our as- 
sociation to come here in reference to 
the railway line to be built in the canal 
bed, and it is well known that for years 
I have been favoring canal bed aband- 
onment and the construction of a boule- 
vard and rapid transit line. Therefore, 
I endorse heartily the plan of the Rose- 
ville Association. I will have plans in 
the near future for a little bigger addi- 
tion, as I explained to your honorable 
Mayor in August last—for a treble deck- 
er to relieve also Market Street at the 
same time by coming over from Madison 
Place, over the Penn, over Mulberry, 
over Broad, over Halsey, over Plane 
Street over High and coming to the 
level around Summit Street and Bran- 
ford Place. I will have a more definite 
plan before long for your consideration.

There is nothing to prevent the 
city building an additional story or two 
on’ top of this building, giving more 
‘space for the accommodation of the 
people. We have in the back here quite 
a site. The First Precinct is badly 
located, and we have a plot of ground 
back here where the District Courts and 
the First Precinct can be erected. That 
is thought number two. 


Thought number three—the traffic con- 
ditions are very bad, as Commissioner 
Brennan knows. | There is nothing to 
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stop us. -It is about a quarter of a mile 
from Lafayette Street to Walnut Street. 
Streets could be opened, that is the streets 
relieving traffic conditions, and while it 
forms a neck the main part of the traffic 
is in these blocks. - 


Tí that should happen the Elks’ Home 
would form a corner. That could be con- 
verted’ into the Board of Commissioners 
Headquarters, or for the requirements of 
the Board of Commissioners. While it 
will cost some money— 


Mayor Raymond: You mean the Old 
Elks Home? 


Mr. Silberstein: Yes, the old one. 


Mayor Raymond: You mean a place 
for the school commissioners? 


Mr. Silberstein: It is owned by the 
Board of Commissioners. I meant the 
School Commissioners. 


Mayor Raymond: We rather belong 
in here. 


Mr. Silberstein: I am not a very good 
speaker. 


Mayor Raymond: There is no trouble 
with your speaking, but I wondered 
which commissioners you meant. 


Mr. Silberstein: I meant the school 
commissioners. While it would cost us 
some money to open these blocks, still 
the assessments that would accrue would 
more than offset that. The sale of the 
First Precinct would more than offset 
the erection of a new building here. 
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I remember at the time the City Mar- 
ket talk was going on. At my own cost 
I drew up a plan for the enlargement of 
the old City Market, submitted it to 
Mayor Gillen, if he will recall that, and 
that was at the suggestion of Mr. Voge- 
ler. He was afraid if we moved down 
there we would kill the goose that lays 
the golden egg. Possibly that has oc- 
curred. 


I am only offering these suggestions 
as a citizen, not as an architect. If we 
have any excess money Port Newark 
needs it more than we need it for the 
City Hall. We need a more commodious 
City Hall, but these things can be ac- 
complished for a comparatively small 
amount of money. I only suggest these 
things for what they are worth.

Commissioner Gillen: What is that 


price? 
Mayor Raymond: $1,014,000.00. 


Commissioner Gillen: Mr. Mayor and 
Gentlemen, I have given some considera- 
tion to this proposition since it was 
brought up a week ago, and I have given 
consideration particularly to. the price 
of it. Of course the City of Newark is 
buying something, and I have been more 
and more impréssed with the argument 
the last couple of weeks in connection 
with this City Hall matter, that the City 
should be very careful how it spends its 
money. Now that property down there 
at that price, it seems to me, would be 
too high. I have no quarrel with the 
idea of acquiring it. If your Depart- 
ment, in its wisdom feels that that would 
be a valuable acquisition to the present 
Port possessions, I have no quarrel with 
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the idea, but I have a quarrel with the 
price to be paid for it. I think the price 
is too high, and I can’t go along with you 
on the purchase of it. 


Down on the inside, lands have been 
bought for prices ranging from $400. 
an acre to $1500. an acre and I believe in 
some instances, or two or three instances 
it was as high as $2,000. an acre. That 
was paid for inside lands. The frontage, 
of course, is worth more, the land that 
borders on the bay is worth a good deal 


more money. 


Now you take 233 acres, that is the 
total acreage comprised in this purchase. 
I would say that, possibly even allowing 
a liberal estimate, thirty acres, or say 
thirty-three acres of the 233 might be 
considered waterfront property. Now, 
if you paid, in an undeveloped condition, 
$5,000 an acre for that land, you would 
be paying what, in my humble opinion, 
would be a very good price. That would 
represent a price of $165,000 for the 
waterfront. Now, then, you have got 
two hundred acres of inside land left, 
and if you paid at the high rate that has 
been paid for inside lands, about $2,000 
per acre, that would represent a price of 
$400,000—$400,000.00 plus $165,000.00 
would be © $565,000.00. Now that is my 
opinion of the value of the property. 
We are asked then—in my own opinion 
—we are asked to pay a million and 


fourteen thousand dollars for land which 


-looks to me to be worth not more than 


$565,000.00 or, if you take the total acre- 
age of 233, and divide it into $1,014,000, 
that would be at the rate of about $4,300 


an acre. 


This is so far in excess of all prices 
that have ever been paid for meadow 
property of that character, and so far 
beyond all reasonable values, as we real 
estate men understand them in the City 
of Newark, that I am constrained te 
think that we ought to condemn, instead 
of buy. That has always been the atti- 
tude of the City; when the City wanted 
to acquire property, and the value of it 
was too high, the attitude of the City 
has been to condemn, and in many cases 
it has condemned it. 


Now, Mr. Mayor, I think that we 
ought to go slow with that. For instance, 
I am interested in a piece of meadow 
property near Doremus Avenue and the 
Lincoln Highway. We have eleven acres 
of land there which we have been trying 
to sell for nine or ten years, and we 
have not yet received an offer over $3,000 
an acre for the cieven acres of land. We 
might say that meadow lands are worth 
a good deal of money and I hope that the 
day will come when thcy will be very 
valuable, but in the meantime the value 
is not there, so I am obliged, holding 
these views, to vote no on the resolution. 
Raymond: 


Mayor Any other re- 


marks? 


Commissicner Howe: I wish to be re- 
corded as voting no, to be consi_tent 
with the views expressed by me last 
week on the values. 


Commissioner Murray: I vote yes. 

Mayor Raymond: As Director of the 
Department of Public Works some four 
years ago I began negotiations with 
Mr. Ross, who unfortunately has diel 


within the past week, looking toward a 


purchase of these lands for about this 
price. And we practically came to an 
agreement with Mr. Ross at that time 
to purchase the lands for this price, but 
because of other developments at Wash- 
ington we decided that it would not be, 
to say the least, tactful, to. buy the land 
at that time, which was the only reason 
why we discontinued our negotiations, 
except that there was another reason, 
that Mr. Ross did not have full title, 
certain riparian rights which he has since 
acquired. Now I do not agree with my 
colleagues that this is an excessive price 
to pay for these lands. They are divided 
into three groups, the bay front land 
and its upland, for which we are paying 
$6700. an acre; the land along Bound 
Creek, which will be along a waterway— 
it is a natural waterway capable of de- 
velopment as an inland channel, similar 
to the present inland channel, which is 
being valued at about $3200. an acre, 
and for the remaining lands we are pay- 
ing $1600. an acre. 


I don’t know when the land was bought 
for $400. an acre to which Mr. Gillen 
referred. 
recently. 


I can’t believe it was very 


Commissioner Gillen: Many years. 


ago. 


Mayor Raymond: Many years ago it 
was bought for $80.00 an acre, and Henry 
Ford, when he looked at the land when 
he was here, said that some day it would 
be worth a million dollars an acre. We 
propose to construct a road along the 
southerly end of this property which 
will border on Mr. Ross’ land. When 
that road is constructed it will send the 
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property up along that highway on the 
south side of it, to at least $5,000. an 
acre, and it must be recalled also that 
the Government is going ahead with its 
dredging, and that it will deposit the 
silt on these lands, because it is the near- 
est place to put it. 

It must be recalled also that we pro- 
pose to complete the dredging of the 
channel and that every foot we carry 


` this silt costs us so much more money. 


The economical development of this 
property is to deposit the dredgings from 
the channel as near as possible to the 
dredging point and therefore it will save 
us—I forget what the estimated figures 
of saving. are, but a considerable sum 
which I can give lateg—a dollar a square 
yard in actual cost, if we can deposit 


this dredging material on land we pro- 


pose to purchase from the Ross estate, 
which will save us enough to pay this 
purchase price. Part of this land has 
already been filled, and if this land is 
filled and the Ross Estate has the benetit 
of it without being obliged to pay for it, 
and we come along with a road on one 
side, and the land filled with dredgings 
from the bay, even in condemnation we 
will pay twice what we are paying now. 
This is a block of 233 acres on navigable 
water, and right across we have rented 
land on the basis of $25,000 an acre. We 
are dealing now with land on the basis 
of $30,000. an acre, and I can’t see how 
we can say these prices are high, and 
I, for my part would not dare to go be- 
fore a condemnation commission and take 
the chances of getting it any cheaper 
than this contract provides for. 


Newark has embarked on this under- 


taking. There is no more waterfront 
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to be had except this. This will take us 
to the Elizabeth Line. If this Commis- 
sion should miss the opportunity of buy- 
ing this now, and it should fall in the 
hands of some railroad, and the rail- 
roads are after it, and the city should 
lose this opportunity, I don’t think pos- 
terity would ever excuse us for not 
‘going ahead. 


For my part I shall vote for this reso- 
lution. I ask the Clerk to call the roll.

Al 
contracts for capacity heretofore made 
between the contracting municipalities 
shall be taken to be merged ‘in the con- 
tract authorized by this ordinance so far 
as their relations to the Joint Meeting 
are concerned and such contract shall 
govern such relations without regard to 
any of the terms set out in such con- 
tracts, provided, however, that the muni- 
cipalities reserve any and all rights which 
they severally may have as between 
themselves arising out of contracts here- 
tofore made to claim sewage capacity or 
compensation or damages for any sale 
of capacity in the existing sewer or

such estimate shall be adjusted in ac- 


cordance with the actual cost and use 
of said sewer. Overpayments found to 
have beer: made by any municipality shall 
be credited to it upon its operating ac- 
“count “for the succeeding year. Under- 
payments on the part of any municipality 
shali be made good at once by such 
municipality. 


Article XI. Payments on account’ of 
the cost of construction of the. supple- 
mentary joint trunk sewer, branches and 
appurtenances and‘of the treatment plant 
shall be made by the several municipali- 
ties as and when ‘called for by the said 
Joint Meeting, provided such payment 
shall not be called for upon less than 
thirty days’ notice. Any moneys not 
paid when called for by the Joint Meet- 
ing shall be subject to a payment of in- 
terest at the rate of six (6) per cent 
per annum. from the date when due. 


Article XII. Each of the parties shall 
have the right to employ at its own cost 
one or more inspectors of the work of 
construction and of the materials used in 
‘said supplementary joint trunk sewer 
and appurtenances, and treatment plant 
‘which inspectors shall be given the same 
facilities and rights of inspection as the 
engineer and inspectors employed by the 
‘said Joint Meeting. 


Article XIII. The joint outlet or trunk 
sewer branches and appurtenances as in- 
creased in capacity by the supplementary 
sewer and treatment plant are designed 
to furnish sewerage facilities for the 
municipalities concerned up to the year 
1950 and for the purpose of insuring as 
far as possible such service life of the 
sewer as increased in capacity and to

prevent unnecessary infiltration of ground 
water into said sewer, the Joint Meet- 


ing shall be authorized to adopt and pro- 


vide standard specifications for all local 
sewers and house connections in.the sev- 
eral municipalities which will discharge 
sewage directly or indirectly into the 
existing or supplementary sewers, which 
specifications shall be adopted by the sev- 
eral municipalities for the construction 
of such local sewers. Each municipality 
shall give notice to the Chief Engineer 
of the Joint Meeting of the proposed con- 
struction of any local sewer or sewers 
which will discharge directly or indirectly 
into the existing or supplementary sew- 
ers. Said Engineer shall be empowered 
in his discretion to appoint inspectors 
on such local sewers and the inspectors 
so appointed by the Chief Engineer shail 
have all the powers and authority of in- 
spectors appointed on such work by such 
municipality. 


Article XIV. The capacity of every 
municipality in any section of the sewer 
shall determine the permissible rate of 
maximum flow <rom such municipality 
in such section and there shall be installed 
wherever practicable, wiers, meters or 


other measuring devices and controlling 
devices at every municipal boundary and 


at such other points as the Joint Meeting 
may deem desirable either on the exist- 


ing or’ supplementary sewers or at points 
of connection of local municipal sewers 
therewith. Wiers and other measuring 
devices and controlling devices on the 
joint trunk sewer shall be considered a 
part thereof and paid for in the same 


manner as the several sections of the 
sewer, 


» 
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Articlé XV, The allottment of ca- 
pacity to the several municipalities in 
the sections ‘of the supplementary ‘joint 
trunk sewer'is based upon an estimate of 
the requirements of said municipalities 


‘severally up to the year 1950, The ca- ` 


pacity owned by any municipality at any 
time shall be its several property, but 
shall not be sold by it until the terms 
of such proposed sale shall have been 
submitted in writing to the Joint Meet- 
ing and shall have been approved by 


it by a majority vote of its constituent 


members and in case the proposed sale 
shall be to a municipality other than 
those represented in the Joint Meeting 
it shall not be made without the approval 
of at least two-thirds of the municipali- 
ties represented in the Joint Meeting. 


Article XVI. If the Chief Engineer 
of the Joint Meeting at any time shall 
find that any municipality is using ca- 
pacity in excess of that owned by it, he 
forthwith cause a written notice signed 


‘by him to be served on the Clerk of such 


municipality, which notice shall state the 
time and place at which he will present 
his report thereon to the Joint Meeting 
and at such meeting the Joint Meeting 
shall give opportunity to such munici- 
pality to be heard, and thereupon shall 
fix a time within which such municipality 
shall remove the cause of such excessive 


„use, and in case the offending munici- 


pality shall not remove the cause of the 
excessive use within the time so fixed, it 
shall be chargeable with and on demand 
pay quarterly thereafter during the con- 
tinuance of- the cause of such excessive 
use to the Treasurer of the Joint Meet- 
ing interest from the date of the giving 


of notice by the Chief Engineer of such 
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excessive use at the rate of twelve per- 


centum per annum of the value of the 
excess capacity so used by it fixed as 
herein provided. No payment shall be 
less than a full quarter or three months. 


-Excess capacity use by any municipality 


shall be measured by the average maxi- 
mum of discharge by such municipality 
during periods of five days. The value 
of capacity shall be computed at such 
percentage of the cost of sewage treat- 
ment plant and of the sections of. the 
sewer affected by the excessive use as 
represents the percentage of the excess 
capacity used to the total capacity there- 
of. In determining values the cost of 
the sections of the sewers affected shall 
be computed at the prices existing at the 
timé of the construction of the supple- 
mentary sewer. Moneys paid to the 
Treasurer of the Joint Meeting in ac- 
cordance herewith shall be distributed 
among the other municipalities in the 
ratio that their respective unused capaci- 
ties in both sewers bear to the total un- 
used capacity of the sewage treatment 
plant and of the sections of the sewer 
affected thereby. All of the findings, 
notices and acts hereinbefote provided to 
be made, given and done by the Chief 


- Engineer, may be made, given or done 


by the Joint Meeting. 


Article XVII, No assessment for 


benefits upon the lands and real estate 


- fronting upon the supplementary joint 


trunk or outlet sewer, its branches ani 
appurtenances authorized to be built and 
maintained under this ordinance, shall be 
made upon the application of the jointly 
contracting municipalities in Joint Meet- 
ing, or for the joint benefit of said con- 
tracting municipalities and in lieu there- 
of each municipality contracting for the 


construction of said supplementary joint 
trunk sewer, its branches and. appurte- 
nances shall be authorized and empowered 
to treat the portion of said joint trunk

In the event that there is 
any outstanding temporary indebtedness 
incurred for the cost of said improve- 
ment, the money herein authorized to be 
applied to the cost of such improvement 
shall be applied to the payment of such 
indebtedness, 


Section 4. The following matters 
are hereby determined and declared, pur- 
suant to the requirements of said Chap- 
ter 252 of the Laws of 1916, as amended:

May 1, 1925, and said improvements 
are of the class described in Clause 
(c) of Sub-section (2) of Section 
4 of said Chapter 252 of the Laws of 
1916, as amended. 


(b) The probable period of useful- 
ness of said improvements, computed 
in the manner prescribed by Section 
4 of said Chapter 252 of the Laws of 
1916, as amended, is forty year, end- 
ing May 1, 1966. 


(c) No part of the cost of the im- 
provements for which bonds are here- 
by authorized to be issued has been 
or is to be specially assessed against 
property specially benefited thereby.

Mr. Richard Hartshorne, Union Build- 
ing: .Honorable Mayor and Commis- 
sioners, the Market Street Association 
desires to present to your honorable body, 
for your consideration, its petition for 
the widening of Market Street eastwardly 
from Mutberry Street to a block or two 
beyond the railroad. We have here a 
blue print prepared by the Mayor’s De- 
partment of Streets and Public Improve- 
ments. I take it there is no need of its 
being looked at at the present time. We 
present this petition for several reasons. 
The first is that for at least ten years 
it is common knowledge that this body, 
recognizing the lack of proper east and 
west transit facilities through Market 
Street, the main east and west artery of 
the City, has considered seriously the 
widening of Market Street under these 
pre-existing conditions. Now if Market 
Street widening was advisable under 
those circumstances it is doubly, or I 
think we might say triply advisable now 
because two additional reasons have 
arisen. In the first place—the first, rea- 
son is the proximate, I think we can 
say proximate, new Pennsylvania Station, 
which, with its platforms, abuts both 
upon Commerce and Market Street. 
There is practicaliy no way for the citi- 
zen to get to this new and important 


transit facitity both from-the west part 


of the City and from the east part of 
the city, except over Market Street. The 
third reason is because the very proxi- 
mate completion of the Holland Tunnel 
will undoubtedly increase the traffic 
through this very street. The advisa- 
bility of that has been recognized by this 
commission through the contemplated 
widening of Passaic Avenue, connecting 
with this very street. 


I take it, therefore, there is no question 
of the urgent necessity of completing 
this widening and there would seem to'be 
no time like the present because it should 
be a unit, an integral part of the present 
improvements now contemplated. Would 
it not seem highly inadvisable to spend 
a great deal of money in creating en- 
tirely new thoroughfares without utiliz- 
ing an already existing thoroughfare. 


At the present time Market Street is 
fearfully congested in this very section. 
As a matter of fact when you gentle- 
men drive through Market Street if 
there happens to be a trolley car and a 
car parked at the curb, as there is ir 
ninety-nine cases out of one hundred, 
you can't get through, physically. Now 
the proposition is, as laid down in the 
plans here, to make it possible for. traffic 
to proceed regardless of the fact of there 
being a parked car and a trolley car. 
Therefore we present. this petition; we 
present these plans prepared by your own 
body. 1 think some of the other officers 
and members of the Association desire 
to be heard at this time. The first is 
Mr. Ludlow, the President, 


Mr. Ludlow: Honorable Mayor and 
Commissioners, our Chairman, Mr. 
Hartshorne, has not left much for me 
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to say, except that I wish to say the 
Market Street Association is one hun- 
dred per cent in favor of this widening 
at this point. I think you gentlemen 
should now consider the Market Strect 
opening, 


Commissioner Howe: Have you con- 
sidered how many millions of dollars that 
is going to cost? 


Mr. Ludlow: .We have thought it 
over. Mr. Bamberger, Mr. Baker, Mr. 
Windward and several others are here 
today. 


Mayor Raymond: Does any other 
citizen desire to be heard? 


Mr, W. W. Windward: Everybody 
knows how bad conditions are there. 1 
believe every member of the Market 
Street Association is very strongly in 
favor of this improvement. As I came 
to this City Hall a few moments ago, 
Mr. Bamberger met me and he said, “I 
hope they will put this through.” I 
think that is the concensus of opinion of 
all the merchants. Conditions are very 
bad and we hope they will be made 
better. : 


Mayor Raymond: Does any other cit- 
izen desire to be heard?

abutting on both Commerce and Market 
Streets. Thereby Market Street, the 
main east and west artery of the City 
will shortly be called upon to bear a 
greatly increased amount of traffic com- 
ing from both the east and west por- 
tions of the City toward the Pennsylvania 
Terminal. 


3. That the construction of the new 
Holland Tunnels, under the Hudson 
River, with the connection therefrom to 
Newark through Passaic Avenue makes 
additional 


imminent trafic congestion 


from and to such Tunnels 
Newark via Market Street.

4. Since, therefore, the widening of 
Market Street, eastwardly from Mul- 
berry Street, was considered advisable 
under previous conditions the widening 
of such street in such area would now 
seem to be an urgent necessity in view 
of the added traffic shortly to be borne 
by such street due to 


(a) The construction of the new 
Pennsylvania Railroad Terminal, and 


(b) The completion of the Holland 
Tubes. l

I want 
to say that you citizens are cordially 
invited at all times to participate in these 
conferences and in the matter of all these 
improvements because it is being done 
for the City of Newark and we feel we 
necd your advice, protest or favorable 
comment, whatever it may be, or your 
suggestion. There are a great many 
suggestions now pending in that neigh- 
borhood which we have held back until 
we can solve the whole problem.

When I tell you that during the 
years 1924 and 1925 one hundred and 
eighty thousand business calls were made 
to the Brarich Library in Beaver Street, 
supplemented by almost thirty thousand 
business telephone calls for information, 
and that the directories were consulted 
almost ninety thousand times—it has 
given the business interests of the City 
of Newark complete information, as we 
have there on file, directories of almost 
every city of importance in this country 
and many of our foreign centers. In ad- 
dition to that we have records there of 
the industries of the United States, of 
all New Jersey, and particularly the City 
of Newark. We have outgrown our 
needs there and to keep pace with the 
requirements and needs of the City of 
Newark, we require space double that 
which we now occupy. Further than 
that, we have had notice that we have 
got to move from where we are on May 
Ist. We have looked around the City 
of Newark, and for available space such 
as we require-—-we have 4500 square feet 
now and we need between 10,000 and 
15,000—we find the rentals would cost us 
from ten to fifteen thousand dollars, and 
we believe from an economic point ot 
view, and good business, we are justified 
in asking the City to provide a building. 
The rental would take care of the carry- 
ing charges of the bonds. 


Now, gentlemen, I have made a state- 
ment of facts, and facts only. I can 
only say this, with the name the City 


of Newark has, so far as its Public 


Library and Branches are concerned, it 
1s most important to the City that we 
get additional facilities in the way of 
space, and undoubtedly when we have a 
municipally owned building we can care 
for the wants of the City of Newark. 
With the growth of the City the demand 
is for additional branch libraries, and 
there is a delegation here from the Vails- 
burgh Section, the members of which 
would like to say a word in their be- 
half, with your permission.

To Officials Interested in Zoning: 
Dear Sirs:- 


Your attention is: called to the pro- 
visions of Senate Bill 239, now Chapter 
315, Laws of 1926, which act is now in 
effect. 


This act attempts to give to Boards of 
Zoning Adjustment the power to deter- 
mine whether zoning ordinances tend to 
promote the public welfare, and to vary 


the provisions of said ordinance. The 
text of the act is as follows: 
“Be It Enacted by the Senate and 


General Assembly of the State of New 
Jersey: 


1. Whenever in any municipality there , 


shall be established a board of adjustment 
as authorized by the act to which this act 
is a supplement, such board of adjustment 
in addition to the powers now vested in 
it shall have power to determine, on ap- 
peal to it, whether any ordinance adopted 
to the 
provisions of said act, so far as such 


by such municipality pursuant 
ordinance affects the user of any property 
in relation to which such appeal is taken; 
tend to promote the public morals, health, 
safety or welfare, and if such board of 
adjustment shall determine on any such 
appeal that such ordinance does not, 
in such instance, so tend, such board of 
adjustment may modify or vary any re- 
quirement of said ordinance so far as it 
affects the user of the property in re- 


lation to which said appeal is taken. 


2. Any decision of the board of ad- 
justment shall be subject to judicial re- 
view; provided, however, that no writ 
of cetiorari for that purpose shall issue 
unless application therefor be made with- 
in thirty days after notice given to owner 
of property affected by such decision of 
the filing of the decision of such board 
in the office of such board, nor shall the 
allowance of any such writ stay pro- 
ceedings upon the decision appealed from 
unless so ordered by the court.

Mayor Raymond: You have no objec- 
tion to the name Broad Street?

Mayor Raymond The reason we are 
changing the name of the street is to 
make a continuous way of the same name. 


Mr. Weckstein: Most of the people 
have felt that the business section should

Mayor Raymond: Where the best 


citizens are. 


Mr. Weckstein: Yes, where the best 
citizens lie. These people felt that they 
would do everything in their power to 
advertise the fact. They felt that the 
business street should be called Broad 
Street, and not the short street. 


Mayor Raymond: I think the name 
Broad Street is the one to use. If any- 
one here is opposed to Broad Street, 
let him say so. When we are changing 
the name we should give it a name char- 
acteristic of Newark. Belleville Avenue 
was not inclusive enough. I withdrew 
that name so as to get a more inclusive 
name. Tf any one is opposed to the name 
Broad Street being continued I would 
like to hear them now. So far as the 
other persons are concerned I am en- 
tirely in sympathy with their idea to call 
it Broad Street. 


Commissioner Howe: J want to op- 
pose a continuation ‘of that as Broad 
Street. You will have to change every 
number on Broad Street. Many houses 
have the name cut in the stone and the 
number cut in the stone, and that will 


all have to be changed. 
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Mayor Raymond Those houses are 
ali being torn down. They are putting 
up Elks’ Clubs. All that they will have 
to change will be the numbers. I think 
we should face the issue and do the job 
completely. 


Commissioner Howe: I am speaking.

Mayor Raymond: We are making this 
for all time an arterial thoroughfare in 
the city.

It has béen changed 
seven times and I know it won't cost 
more than a million dollars to change

Broad .Street. We all know of the 
prodigality of him who has made the 
colloquialism of the drunken sailor a by- 
word, and he can rest assured that f 
he can lend support in the changing of 
this he will not be sorry. 


Mayor Raymond: Thank you for 
your kind remarks, Doctor.

2. That such license or privilege be 
and the same is hereby given upon the 
following express conditions:

c. That there shall be no derange- 
ment of any of the pipes and conduits 
now lying in said street, which are used 
for sewerage, water, gas or other public 
purposes, but that all such pipes and con- 
duits shali be held in their present loca- 
tion and condition and be properly pro- 
tected, supported and maintained by said 
company in the construction and opera- 
tion of its said pipe lines. 


d. That said company will make the 
necessary construction, according to the 
plans approved by the Chief Engineer 
of the Department of Public Affairs, in 
the most comp!ete and substantial manner, 
and will fully protect all pipes laid in 
said street used for public purposes and 
such other constructions as may be neces- 
sarily placed therein for like purposes, 
and that it will restore the said street 
and do all the work of construction and 
restoration under the supervision and to 
the satisfaction of the Chief Engineer of 
the Department of Public Affairs of said 
City. 


e. That during such construction said 
company will keep open and free a suffi- 
cient passageway for all foot passengers, 
wagons and other vehicles, and fully pro- 
tect the same from accident, as far as 
practicable.

That said company will assume all 


sons or property occasioned by, arising 
out of or connected with the installation, 
laying, maintenance, removal, repair, use, 
or existence of said pipe lines on said 
premises, whether occasioned in whole 
or in part by the negligence of said City, 
its officers, agents servants and employes 
or otherwise, and expressly agrees to 
indemnify and save harmless said city, its 
successors and assigns, from and against 
all such loss, damage or injury and from 
all claims arising out of such loss, dam- 
age or injury, whether resulting or accru- 


ing to said city or to any other party or- 


parties. 


g. That if the City shall at any time 
during the continuance of this license 
or privilege desire to place within the 
bed of Blanchard Street any additional 
utilities or other structures over or near 
said pipe lines which shall in any way 
interfere with said pipe lines or require 
removal or change in their location, the 
_cost of such interference, removal or 
change of location shall be borne exclu- 
sively by said Seaboard Chemical Com- 
pany, and the provisions of this ordinance 
shall apply in like manner after said ad- 
ditions are made, as at present. 


h. That this license or privilege may 
be revoked, cancelled and terminated at 
any time by said city by giving 60 days’ 
notice, in writing, to that effect, which 
notice may be served personally or by 
mail directed to Seaboard Chemical 
Company, at its office in the City of New- 
ark. Upon the expiration of the time 
limited in such notice, all rights of said 
company to further maintain said pipe 
lines in Blanchard Street shall immedi- 
ately cease and determine, and if said 
pipe lines have not been removed from 
said street the City may remove the same 
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and charge the cost and expense thereof 
to said company, which the latter hereby 
agrees to pay on presentation of bill or 
voucher therefor. 


i. That no vested right in said street 
is hereby granted or conveyed to said 
company, and the license or privilege 
hereby given is subject to any and all 
conditions, restrictions and reservations 
upon or under which the City holds said 
street. 


j. That the rights, privileges, duties 
and obligations hereby granted and as- 
sutned under this ordinance shall carry to 
and be binding upon the successors and 
assigns of the City and the Seaboard 
Chemical Company, respectively. 


k. That the company shall pay to the 
City for said license or privilege dock- 
age or wharfage rates that are now in 
force or that may hereafter be put in 
force. 


3. That this license or privilege is 
hereby given upon the further condition 
that said Seaboard Chemical Company 
file with the City Clerk of the City of 
Newark its written acceptance of the 
provisions of this ordinance within 30 
days of the date on which it takes effect.

ark; creating the Bureau of Smoke 
Abatement and the position of Smoke In- 
spector and Assistants, prescribing the 
duties and salaries and the manner in 
which the work shall be done, controlled 
and supervised; defining dense smoke; 
and providing penalties for the violation 
of this ordinance. 


BE IT ORDAINED By the Board of 
Commissioners of the City of Newark: 

Section 1. That it shall be unlawful 
to permit the emission of dense smoke, 
as hereinafter defined in section eight 
from any steam boiler, furnace or simi- 
lar device or contrivance, or from the 
smoke stack or chimney of any house, 
apartment house, office building, institu- 
tion, place, premises or any building 
whatsoever used as a factory or for any 
purpose of trade, or business, except for 
a period of six minutes in any one hour 
during which the fire is being cleaned 
or a fresh fire is being made in the fur- 
nace. The same shall apply to the chim- 
neys of steam rollers, steam shovels, 
steam hoisting engines, tar kettles or any 
other similar machine, device or contri- 
vance, 


Section 2. That it shall be unlawful 
to permit the emission of dense smoke, 
as hereinafter defined from the smoke 
stack of any locomotive, and no firing 
shall be permitted while the locomotive 
is not in motion, except in case of ex- 
treme necessity or emergency. No firing 
shali be done until the locomotive shall 
be moving and at least ten (10) steam 
exhausts have occurred; provided, how- 
ever, that dense smoke for a period of 
six minutes shall be allowed in any one 
hour if it is necessary to start a fresh 
fire in a locomotive fire box. Ti: S.noke 


Inspector, however, shall have discre- 
tionary power to regulate unusual con- 
ditions, 


Section 3. All prosecutions for the 
violation of this ordinance shall be inst- 
tuted by the Smoke Inspector and shall 


be prosecuted in the name of the City. 


Any owner, agent, manager, lessee,- oc- 
cupant, or any person or persons in 
charge or control of any furnace, boiler, 
engine or other device or contrivance in- 
volved in a violation, of this ordinance, 
shall, upon receipt of a notice in writing, 
served upon him or them, by the Smoke 
Inspector or any person authorized by 
him, abate the condition complained of 
in the time specified in the notice. 


Section 4. If alterations to plants re- 
quire extensive changes in the equipment, 
such as installation of smoke preventing 
devices, continuous feeding furnaces or 
new boilers; and it is not possible to 
make these changes within the time limit 
of the notice, the Smoke Inspector may, 
if satisfied that the person or persons 
upon whom such notice has been served 
are acting in good faith and application 
has been made to him in writing re- 
questing an extension of time, grant a 
reasonable time to complete the work 
during the which time such person or 
persons shall not be liable for the viola- 
tion of this ordinance. 


Section 5. That there shall be and 
hereby is created the Bureau of Smoke 
Abatement and the position of Smoke 
Inspector under the Department of Parks 
and Public -Property. Said Smoke In- 
spector and any assistant smoke inspec- 
tors, when said assistants shall be neces- 
sary, shail be appointed by the Director 
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of the Department of Parks and Public 
Property, provided, however, that noth- 
ing herein contained shall be construed 
to affect in any way the term of office of 
any present incumbent now protected by 
any tenure of office act. He or they shall 
be citizens of the United States and resi- 
dents of the City of Newark. The sal- 
ary for said Smoke Inspector and said 
assistants shall be fixed by the Board 
of Commissioners and shall be paid as 
other salaries are paid. It shall be the 
duty of the Smoke Inspector and his as- 
sistants, to inspect all chimneys, smoke 
stacks and other appliances for the es- 
cape of smoke, and he and they shall have 
authority in the perfurmance of his and 
their duties, to enter any building or 
premises, and any person or persons ob- 
structing said inspectors or interfering 
with the performance of their duties, 
shall upon conviction, be faible to the 
penalty hereinafter provided. 


Section 6. The Smoke Inspector shall 
make an annual report to the Director 
of the Department of Parks and Public 
Property on or before February 1st and 
at such other time as may be required by 
the said Director. 


Section 7. Dense smoke shall be taken 
to mean and include smoke which is so 
heavy and thick as to prevent the seeing 
of objects through it at the point of 
emission into the external air; or the 
equivalent of No. 3 grade of the Ringel- 
man Smoke Scale, the standard device 
used by the United States Bureau of 
Mines. 


Section 8. Any person, firm or cor- 
poration owning or any agent, manager, 
lessee, occupant, or any person operating 


or in charge or control of any building 
(except a private dwelling) within the 
corporate limits of the City of Newark 
who shall suffer or permit dense smoke 
as hereinbefore defined, and in excess of 
the amount specified, to issue from any 
smoke stack, chimney, apparatus or con- 
trivance into the external air and thereby 
cause a violation of this ordinance, or 
any persons, firm or corporation using, 
permitting or causing to be used any fur- 
nace, retort, steam roller, steam derrick, 
steam shovel, hoisting engine, locomotive, 
tar kettle, or other similar contrivance, 
shall upon conviction thereof, in a court 
of competent jurisdiction be fined not less 
than one hundred dollars or confined to 
the county jail for ten (10) days, at the 
discretion of said court; and each and 
every day said smoke shall be emitted 
and such furnace, apparatus or contri- 
vance is operated, in violation of the 
ordinance, shall be deemed to be a sepa- 
rate violation of this ordinance. 


Section 9, Any person or persons hin-

Commissioner Howe: It wouldn’t af- 
fect North Broad Street. 


Mr. Steiner: The intent of the ordi- 
nance is to call Belleville Avenue, Broad 
Street, and to leave North Broad Street 
as is, numbered as it is? . 


Mayor Raymond: Yes. 


Mr. Steiner: And Broad Street as re- 
constituted to be renumbered? 


Mayor Raymond: Yes. 


Mr. William J. Foley, 268 Broad 
Street: We came down here to have our 
street remain as it is, Broad Street. 


Mayor Raymond: You mean what 1s 
now called North Broad Street? 


_ Mr. Foley: There is no North Broad 
Street. It is only known as North Broad 
Street because it was located at the north 
end. 7 


Mayor Raymond: You are referring 
to what people call North Broad Street? 
Tm not quarreling with you about the 


name, but just the geographical location 
of the portion you refer to. 


Mr. Foley: Yes. There is a body 
here to object to it. We have at least 
four -hundred signers—property owners. 
We wish to remain as we are. We are 
taxed that way, and the people on Belle- 
ville’ Avenue don’t want Broad Street. 
They want Broadway. We have no ob- 
jection to calling it Broadway. We wish 
to remain as we are, Broad Street. 


Mr. C. H. Vanderhof, 285 Broad 
Street: We have got here a protest of 
nearly four hundred citizens of Newark. 
They comprise property owners as well 
as tenants, and we are protesting of hav- 
ing the name Broad Street changed to 
North Broad Street. We have been 
Broad Street—I was going to say since 
our forefathers gave us that name, and 
now to change us to North Broad Street 
is going to incur quite an expense, Not 
only with us on Broad Street, but also 
on Belleville Avenue and Washington 
Avenue, for Belleville Avenue starts with 
their numbers at the junction of Belle- 
ville Avenue and Broad Street, com- 
mencing with Number One and so on. 
Washington ‘Avenue commences with a 
number from where it starts, up to the 
City Line. Broad Street is numbered 
starting from the cemetery at the head 
of Broad Street. Now if you change 
that at Belleville Avenue and Broad you 
have got to renumber commencing clear 
up at the end of Belleville, which will 
then change all these numbers clear on 
down to Broad Street, and I don’t think 
that the majority of the property owners 
down-town here, say below Clay Street, 
will like it, and they will enter a protest 


if they have their numbers changed, but 
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if you reconsider this and call Belleville 
Avenue and Washington Avenue North 
Broad Street, commencing at Clay Street, 
the numbering of Belleville Avenue starts 
with Number One, so that you could go 
right on with your North Broad Street 
clean up to the end of the line. You un- 
derstand, don’t you? 


Mayor Raymond: Yes, I do. 


Mr. Vanderhof: And leave us just 
where we are. We have been told we 
are a dead street, leading up to the ceme- 
tery. Only a few years ago we were 
down here because we wanted the street 
resurfaced with asphalt, and we thought 
then we should have a general assessment 
instead of a local assessment, and as ıt 
turned out I think we passed it as 10% 
or 20%, for the property owners, making 
it 80% for the City at large. It cost us 
$3.00 a lineal foot for the resurfacing 
of Broad Street. Now here the other 
morning we get our tax bills and behold 
they have been jacked up just one hun- 
dred per cent. Do you know, why, Mr. 
Mayor? Do you want me to tell you? 
Just because we are on Broad Street. 
Because we are on Broad Street, they 
want to assess us one ‘hundred per cent 
valuation of our property. 


Of course Broad Street is not a really 
commercial street, but Belleville Avenue, 
being as the electric cars run up through 
that section, has become more or less 
of a commercial street. Then, Mr. 
Mayor, I don’t think you ought to stop. 
If you don’t consider our petition and 
-grant what we ask, don’t stop right there. 
Start at the other end and continue 
Broad Street on, as you have from the 
Belleville line, clear down to Elizabeth, 
taking in Clinton Avenue and Elizabeth 


Avenue, or Frelinghuysen Avenue, and 
let it run from one end of the City to 
the other, but our protest, Mr. Mayor, is 
that we want to be kept as Broad Street. 
We have always been known as that. 
Í don’t know the wishes of the Belle- 
ville and Washington Avenue property 
owners, but as long as they are going to 
pay the expense of changing their num- 
bers, and changing their deeds, and 
mortgages, and assessment records, let 
them pay it by calling them North Broad 
Street, and keep us as Broad Street. 


Mayor Raymond: Their deeds and 
mortgages don't have to be changed. 


Mr. Vanderhoff: _ They wouldn't? 


Mayor Raymond: No. The tax rec- 
ords will have to be changed. I think 
your suggestion is perfectly logical—the 
thing should be changed right through 
the City. I think that is a perfectly 
logical suggestion. You can’t work your- 
self logically in as part of Broad Street, 
because your street has an end. ` 

Mr. Vanderhoff: Yes, but every: long 
road has a turning point. The property 
owners of the Mount Pleasant Cemetery 
have been approached relative to where 
their lots are, where Broad Street would 
run through, and if you put your finger 
on the map there you will find that Broad 
Street, if continued through the ceme- 
tery will end right at Washington Avenue. 

Mayor Raymond: We can’t disturb 
the dead. 


Mr. Vanderhoff: They are disturbing 
them in several places. 


Mayor Raymond: We aren’t doing it. 
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Mr Vanderhoff . 
though. 


It can be done, 


Mayor Raymond: I don’t think that 
can be done in Newark. So far as I 
am concerned I can see your point and 
I think all our minds are open on this 
matter. It is not a vital matter. If it 
causes great inconvenience, I don’t know 
if it is really worth while to change the 
names, although the street should be for 
ihe convenience of the public, all of 
one name. You are right about Clinton 
Avenue. 


Mr. Vanderhoff: If you pass one, pass 
the other. 


Mayor Raymond: We Commissioners 
have a lot of trouble and we don’t have 
to look this way for more trouble. 


Mr. Vanderhoff: You are appointed 
by ‘us people and we have come as citi- 
zens and property owners with our pro- 
tests. We have had people go from 
house to house, and everyone of them 
has gone up Broad Street. If Belleville 
Avenue wants to be changed, give them 
any name they want, Broad Street or 
North Broad Street or Broadway, but 
keep us as Broad Street. 


Commissioner Howe: Last week, you 
will recall that I contended that this 
change should not be made. I had ten 
reasons. Every one of those were enum- 
erated on the editorial page of the News 
last night. No doubt some of you read 
it. “1 couldn't see any reason for the 
change, but I was alone—there wasn’t 
even one citizen from Broad Street who 
backed me up. My department will suf- 
fer more than any other. Every tax 


book will have to be changed Every 
tax bill will have to be changed. Every 
letterhead, whether on private stationery 
or business stationery will have to 
be changed, every number on every 
-house, every number on the side 
of a wagon or truck, butchers or gro- 
cers, will have to be changed. There 
wasn’t a ‘soul to back me up, and I said 
if the people in that section didn’t object 
I was willing to go along with the rest. 
{ contend yet there wasn’t any reason 
in the. world why Broad Street should 
have been changed. If you want to give 
them North Broad Street or Broadway, 
let them have their wishes. If I lived 
on upper Broad Street I would protest. 

Mr. Vanderhof. If upper Belleville 
Avenue wants to be changed let them 
change it, but don’t change our name. 

Commissicner Howe: I am opposed 


. 


to it. 


Mayor Raymorid: You did vote for it, 
Commissioner Howe. 


Commissioner Howe: Everyone who 
was here knows I spoke against it. 


Commissioner Murray: This matter 
originated among property owners on 
Belleville Avenue and Washington Ave- 
nue. The City Commission didn’t take 
any initiative. These people came down 
and asked that the change be made, and 
there was no objection to our making the 
change. _ 


Mr. William Lazaroff, 244 Belleville 
Avenue: The thing has not been started 
that- way. We wanted to eliminate du- 
plication of streets and some wanted it 
called Broadway. ` 
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Mayor Raymond You want it to re- 


main Belleville Avenue? 


Mr, Lazaroff: We don’t care what 
it remains. The word Belleville is mis- 
leading. I lived for four years on the 
other end of the city and every time 
Belleville Avenue was mentioned I took 
it for granted it was Belleville. Some- 
body started a petition to change it to 
Broadway. There is no reason why the 
City of Newark shouldn’t have a through 
street like Philadelphia, changing all the 
streeis connecting in a line with Broad 
Street, to Broad Street, all the way 
through. It is much easier to tell a man 
to follow Broad Street all the way 
through than to tell him to follow three 
or four different streets, particularly a 
stranger going through the town. 


Mr. Steiner: So long as this senti- 
ment is here this morning, I will take 
perhaps four or five minutes in stating 
my views. This petition which the people 
whom I represent have, was hastily pre- 
pared in the last few days, and it com- 
prises the displeasure and sentiment of 
all the people along North Broad Street. 
There are over four hundred signers, 
representing property owners and also 
voters—people who live in houses up 
there, and who have accustomed them- 
selves to the Broad Street environment, 
who feel that there is no valid reason 
why the name Broad Street should be 
taken away from them. I am talking 
about the people who live on what is 
called Broad Street now. They don’t 
want to tell the City Commissioners how 
to run their City, but they do want to 
come down and have their views come 
before you before any ill-advised action 


might be innocently put through. 


Mayor Raymond: We are always 
glad to hear their views and they have 
a perfect right to be heard. We want 
to hear their views. 


Mr. Steiner: They say that this is 
the first time in the history of this City 
that a name was taken bodily from one 
strect and given to another street. They 
know that during the War certain 
changes were made in the names of cer- 
tain streets for patriotic reasons, but they 
were eliminated and other names sub- 
stituted. They say they have purchased 
properties, they have placed leases, they 
have rented stores—and I speak advisedly 
because I have a parcel on Broad Street 
north of Clay at the present time, where 


-I have given leases in that building on 


the strength of the fact that grocery 
stores and other interests were renting 
Broad Street property, and they say there 
is no legitimate reason why the vested 
interests they have acquired in the- use 
of that name should be suddenly taken 
away from then and given to merchants 
on a block paralleling them. If the Com- 
mission feels that for some civic or some 


` real reason the name should disappear 


from the City street lists, that might be 
an entirely different matter, but to tale 
the namie Broad Street away from them 
and give it to another fellow around the 
corner, they feel, is a loss of a valuable 
property right. 


The second thing they have in mind 
is the endless confusion arising from'a 
change. I call the attention of the Com- 
mission to the fact—I know as a lawyer 
that the deeds and mortgages would not 
have to be changed—but it would cause 
confusion in the receiving of mail. A 
man who lives at 57 Broad Street, if 
this change is made, would have to have 
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his mail addressed to 57 North Broad 
Street. Just imagine the confusion in 
the summer time when the regular mail 
carriers are away on vacation and sub- 
stitutes are taking their places. They 
are listed in the phone book as Broad 
Strect—they are listed in the Public 
Service Corporation, with their electric 
and gas meters, as Broad Street. They 
say to you, “Let us keep this name Broad 
Street, but let Belleville Avenue have 
the name North Broad Street, or Broad- 
way or any other name they want. They 
don’t want their street disturbed. 


Now there is another feature of this 
also, and that is the re-numbering of the 
street. Every number on Broad Street 


will have to be changed. I walked down. 


here from the Kinney Building and I 
noticed that street numbers are chiseled 
in marble—No, 855—I am sure the num- 
ber is chiseled in there. There are large 
display signs on the windows with the 
street numbers on them. I purchased a 
piece of property down on South Broad 
Street with a group of associates and 
following a New York custom we called 
it by its street number, 1016 Broad Street. 
If an apartment house in New York goes 
wp at 28 Park Avenue, they call it 28 
Park Avenue, Inc. I should, as an own- 
er, hate to wake up some morning and 
find that 1016 represented a frankfurter 
stand or a place where peanuts were sold. 
I have filed a certificate of incorporation 
franchise stock certificate, have issued 
stock certificates, and printed stationery 
with the name 1016 Broad Street upon it. 
I agree with the Commission that a con- 
tinued thoroughfare should be recognized. 
I don’t want to put my judgment against 
the judgment of five men around the 
table here, but it does seem that your 
problem could be solved by calling Belle- 


ville Avenue, North Broad Street, and 
leaving Broad Street as now constituted, 
exactly the way it is. 


Mayor Raymond: This is not a vital 
matter to us. The changing of the name 
I don’t consider a vital matter, but these 
hearings bring out points and that is 
what they are provided for, so that the 
Commission may have the benefit of the 
views of the citizens. I don’t think this 
Commission wants to disturb. All it 
does is suggest. You take the situation 
of Washington Avenue. Washington 
Avenue and Washington Street are con- 
fusing. The gentleman over there was 
correct in saying that that was the cause 
of this argument, in attempting to change 
the name of Washington Avenue and ärst 
Belleville Avenue was suggested and that 
was opposed, and then Broad Street was 
suggested and now that is opposed. The 
unanimous opinion seems to be against 
a change. 


Commissioner Murray: I move that 
the matter be laid over without date. 


Mr. Herman Weckstein, Kinney Build- 
ing: May I at this time say I appear 
for ninety per cent of the owners on 
Belleville and Washington Avenue, and 
if your Honor will recall we had no in- 
tention of calling ourselves Broad Street. 


We wanted either Broadway or North 
Broad Street, in order to avoid the pres- 
ent confusion, and I am inclined to say 


I agree with Mr. Steiner’s contention. 


Mayor Raymond: Don’t you suppose 
that the property owners will come here 


from Belleville Avenue and: Washington 
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Avenue, with a protest when they find 
they are to be changed? 


Mr. Weckstein: They have filed peti- 
tions—ninety per cent of them, for a 
change to North Broad Street or Broad- 
way. The name Broad Street is a name 
that any citizen of Newark would cher- 
ish. 


Mayor Raymond: I guess the Com- 
missioners feel that Broad Street owners 
have a right to their name. 


Mr. Weckstein: I think if it is m 
order to amend it to North Broad Street, 
and pass the ordinance in that form, we 
would like that. 


Mayor Raymond: North Broad Street 
—there is no point in that. Then you 
will have only the letter N to distin- 
guish between them. 


Commissioner Murray: I move that 
we reconsider the vote on the introduc- 
tion of the ordinance. 


Mayor Raymond: I think we had 
better tear the whole thing down and 
start all over again. I think the whole 
Commission feels as I do. I will with- 
draw the ordinance. It has only been 
offered for first reading and I will with- 
draw it. Now as it stands there is noth- 
ing on the records to change anything. 
We will be glad to have suggestions 
from your groups as to what you think 
we should do. I think it is important 
that we should change the name of Wash- 
ington Avenue. 


Mr. H. M. Morris: I am the writer 
of the article which appeared in the News 


last night, and I am also representing 
the estate of L. B. Morris. The speak- 
ers previously have overlooked one fact. 
The New York Telephone Company is- 
sues a book on May 1st. 


Mayor Raymond: 
to this change? 


Are you opposed 


Mr. Morris: Absolutely. 


Mayor Raymond: Why do you go 
further with it? 


Mr. Frank Kaiser, 239 Washington 
Avenue: Why not make it Broadway, 
which ninety per cent of the property 
owners are satisfied with. It will begin 
at Clay Street, and end at the City Line 
in Belleville. It is .a continuation of 
Broad Street, and it would be practically 
the same name. 


Mayor Raymond: You might make 
some of us down in the center of the 


city jealous. 


Mr. Kaiser: Why should they object 
to Broadway? 


Mayor Raymond: You have got to 
have it named one or the other or it 
is not a main thoroughfare. 


Commissioner Howe: Broad Street 
is a characteristic Newark name, and I 
have some respect and reverence for 
traditions. 


Mr. Kaiser: Are you afraid to give 
us Broadway? 


Mr. Herman Brams, 961 Broad Street: 
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I am going to talk with reference to this 
change. 


Mayor Raymond:

Mr. Brams: I think if we are to 
stop at this time we will have wasted 
all this energy. I think something should 
be done at this time 
necessity of changing Washington Ave- 
nue, as this man has said, but Belleville 
Avenue, to a great many people means

nothing. They imagine it is in Belle- 


ville. The property owners on Belle- 
ville Avenue believe that if it was 
changed to Broad Street it would make 
a great deal of difference so far as val- 
ues of property are concerned. I believe 
one of our Commissioners has said that 
it is time North Broad Street came into 
its own. South Broad Street has in- 
creased in value, and North Broad Street 
has not. I think it behooves us to anti- 
cipate changes in growth. Broadway, 
New York, was never the length it is 
now, and it was the anticipation that it 
would grow that led the government 
there to change the different names it 
has all along its ronte to Broadway. In 
New York they have an East Broadway. 


East Broadway is also an important 


Street and nobody has ever confused the 
name or questioned the worth of that 
street, and I see no reason why Newark 
should not change the entire length of 
Broad Street, Belleville and 
Washington Avenue to one big street, I 


including 


have signed petitions by people who live 
on Belleville Avenue and Washington 
Avenue, and the majority of them favor 
the change to Broad Street., I think we 


should not stop at this time. Those 


people on Broad Street from Clay Street 
on will not be hurt in any way. They 
will still retain the name. North Broad 
Street is just as nice a name as Broad 
Street, and everybody will know just 
where it is. They will keep their num- 
bers. They won’t be compelled to change 
their numbers, and possibly the objec- 
tion made that their property assessments 
will stay where they are—I think pos- 
sibly their taxes will be lowered by rea- 
son of the fact that they are losing the 
name of Broad Street. I think the Com- 
missioners ought not to stop at this time, 
and lose the value of this work they 
have done up to now. 


Mr.. H. M. Morris: As long as this 
man has talked, can I have a right to 
be heard? i 


Mayor Raymond: Every citizen has a 
right to be heard. 


Mr. Morris: Why should we copy 
New York City? We can better condi- 
tions far move than New York City has 
done. It has always been fhe custom 
of the Public Service car lines running 
out of town to follow the streets narned 
for the towns they are running to, Eliz- 
abeth Avenue to Elizabeth, Bloomfield 
Avenue to Bloomfield, Orange Street to 
Orange, so why not Belleville Avenue to 
Belleville? That would be the only 
logical thing to do. There are more 
people into Newark by the south than 
ever come into Newark by way of the 
coming north. That is all; thank you.

Mr. Peter A. Cavicchia: Being a law- . 


yer, I am almost ashamed to confess to 
your honorable body that T did not know 


that the City of Newark had an ordin- 


ance affecting parades on Broad Street, 


and I am mainly responsible for the fix 
that we are in, 


At the time that we discussed having 


a parade on ‘Broad Street of the school ` 


children, we all had in mind the splendid 
spectacle that they gave the citizens of 
Newark ten years ago, at the 250th An- 
niversary, and we thought we wanted to 
l repeat such a spectacle as that on Bunker 
Hill Day, and go it one better. 


We have made all preparations for the 
public and the parochial schools. Father 
Lawler has gone out of his way to co- 
operate with us. I hate to ask your body 
to break an ordinance, but after all, The 
Sesquicentennial isn’t celebrated every 
year. School children don’t parade every 
year. It is ten years since they have 
shown themselves to the public, and we 
ask your indulgence and your permission 
to have a parade on Bunker Hill Day, 
June 17th. Probably the streets will be 
blocked for two hours, 


T have spoken with members of the 


` Chamber of Commerce and members of 


the Broad Street Association, and I have 
frankly stated to them that had we known 
that conditions are as bad as they are, 
we would probably have made other ar- 
rangements, but they have gone so far, 
if you don’t give us this permission, I am 
afraid thousands of school children will 
be disappointed. 


Mayor: Raymond: Any other person 
desiring to be heard? 


The City Commission had a conference 
this morning on the subject, and they 
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‘concluded that it wouldn’t be advisable 
to interfere with the ordinance, or change 
it in any respect at this time, and we 
would suggest that you hold the parade 
the last Saturday afternoon in June. 


Rabbi Hoffman: Of course, that would 
‘be entirely objectionable to your Jewish 
citizenship; they would not possibly 
sanction a thing of that kind on Saturday. 


Mayor Raymond: That did not occur 
to us. The Commission jis in a difficult 
position in this matter. There are a 
great many streets in Newark where a 
parade may be held, and the suggestion 
of some of the commission was that you 
have a parade on High Street. 


We have no right to violate the ordin- 
ance ourselves any more than you have, 
and the Broad Street Association and 
- Chamber of Commerce might consent tc 
the breaking of the law, but it does not 
.make it effective if they do. 

Mr. Cavicchia: We will not consent. 

Mr. Wollmuth: So that the record 
might be straight, through the co-oper- 
ation of Commissioner Brennan and other 
gentlemen of the commission, about three 
years ago, with the assistance of the 
Corporation Counsel, Mr. Congleton, an 
ordinance was drawn which was com- 
pletely satisfactory to those who were in- 
terested inthe matter of parades on Broad 
Street and preservation of business.

Mr. Gottlieb: I am here today, repre- 
senting the Veterans’ Alliance of Essex 
County—not representing them in a pro- 
fessional capacity, but simply as a mem- 
ber of that organization and as a veteran. 


The Veterans’ Alliance, at its fast 
meeting, passed a resolution adopting a 
flag code, approving of it, and they re- 
quest you gentlemen to enact an ordinance 
which will make a flag code obligatory. 


Let me state briefly that the flag code 
is simply this: On June 14, 1923, over 
sixty-eight national organizations—Sons 
of the American Revolution, Daughters 
of the American Legion 
Veterans of Foreign Wars and organiza- 
tions of every place, met in the City of 
Washington to modify the laws relative 


Revolution, 


to the use of the flag. Two years there- 
after they met again, and they, have form- 
ulated a definite code, which has now 


been endorsed by forty-five other organ- 
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izations, in addition to the sixty-eight; 
so today it has the support of about 
twenty million of people, represented in 
these organizations, who have endorsed 
it. It also has the sanction and approval 
of the Navy and Army, and other cities 
and towns—one in this State—Red Bank 
—-has enacted an ordinance, and we are 
particularly anxious that you gentlernen 
should consider the advisability and ex- 
pendiency of enacting an ordinance. 


Let me say this—this is said without 
any reflection upon anyone—our decora- 
tions in the City of Newark are barely 
ever correct on our public buildings. 


I have in mind the City Half and 
Market and other buildings from time 
to time that are decorated, and it is not 
the fault of any particular individual. 
The offender is the professional deco- 
rator. We have educated the average 
citizen and we are making great progress, 
but the professional decorator seems to 
violate all the rules laid down with im- 
pugnity. We believe that if there were 
some sanction behind this, something in 
the form of a municipal ordinance, that 
it will act asa deterrent, and it will be 
notice to the professional decorator that 
we require our decorations to be in order. 


Take the attitude of the professional 
decorator. I have in mind Military Park 
Building. Major General Gilmore came 
out in a proclamation and requested that 
the decorations in Newark be in accord- 
ance with the flag code. I saw the deco- 
rations on the Military Park Building 
when they were just about to start. 1 
went in and. spoke to them—the agents 
and managers of the building, and they 


told us trankly that they would not in- 
terfere; that the matter had been re- 
ferred to the professional decorator, .and 
they took his advice and were guided by 
what he said. 


“What we want is for the City of New- 
ark to show proper respect and proper 
reverence to the National Colors,

_}, under this ordinance, is to inctease 
the width of Jones Street to a width of 
eighty-four feet. The original ordinance 
provided for a depth of eighty feet, 
which would necessarily make the mouth 
of Jones Street at Springfheld Avenue, if 
our entire piece is taken, something like 
one hundred and thirty feet. We cannot 
see the necessity for taking this entire 
frontage of our property. The property 
is an unusually valuable piece, and it is 
our belief that this improvement can bé 
readily made, ahd made satisfactorily, if 
only a part of our property is taken. We 
realize that an improvement of some 
character ought to be made there, but we 
do not feel that the entire property that 
we have there should be taken for this 
purpose. We feel that if the line were 
run straight, leaving the opening of Jones 


Street eighty-four feet at Springfield ` 


Avenue and Jones Street, it would satis- 
factorily serve any purpose for which 
this improvement is contemplated. 


Mr. Congleton: Wouldn’t that create 
a situation similar to what we had at 
Market and Washington Streets, which 
we just paid a million dollars to over- 
come? 


Mr. Hindenlang: I think the situation 
here is entirely different. If we study 
the traffic conditions existing at that point 
we will find that the only traffic that 
would utilize Jones Street in a northerly 
direction is what comes over Belmont 
Avenue and what comes up Court Street. 
There is no benefit by taking our entire 
property for any traffic that may be com- 
ing east on Springfield Avenue. 


Commissioner Howe: Can you imagine 


what that will be when Belmont Avenue 
is repaved? 


Mr. Hindenlang: That may be very 
true, but, nevertheless, if the street is 
eight-four feet wide at that point, or 
even perhaps a little wider at the mouth, 
it will take care of all the traffic com- 
ing from Belmont Avenue. You have ‘a 
different situation at Washington Street 
—you haven’t the congestion of traffic at 
our corner, as you have had at Washing- 
ton and Market Street.

Mr. D’Aloia: Every butcher shop is 
kept open until 12 o'clock. Meats don’t 
spoil in six hours. They spoil in forty- 
eight hours. I would like to submit this 
ordinance to you gentlemen and if there 
is a public hearing we will stand the 
brunt of it, and you find what we say 
is true, that the majority of the butchers 
are in favor of this ordinance.

The clear interior view of every 
butcher shop or other place wherein the 
business of butchering or selling of 
meats is carried on within the City of 
Newark shall on the first day of the 
week, commonly known as Sunday, be in 
no way obstructed by a screen, non- 
transparent glass, shade, blind door, shut- 
ter or merchandise, or any other article 
placed therein. 


4, The entire interior of every 
butcher shop or other place wherein the 
business of butchering or selling meats 
is carried on in the City of Newark shali 
on the first day of the week, commontry 
known as Sunday, be open to full view 
from the public street. 


5. The provisions of this ordinance 
shall not apply to any person, who re~ 
ligiously observes the seventh day of the 
week as the Sabbath and does not con-

To the Honorable Commissioners, 
City of Newark, N. J. 


Gentlemen :— 


We, the Centre Market Merchants’ 
Association, do hereby beg to call your 
attention to and protest against condi- 
tions existing at present on Mulberry 
Street between Commerce and Clinton 
Streets in front of the new Market. In 
this section foodstuff, particularly fruit 
and vegetables, are displayed in great 
quantities upon the sidewalks. This is 
a violation of a number of city ordi- 
nances forbidding such practices incřug- 
ing health regulations. 


*To a considerable extent also, there 
occurs obstruction of the walks along 
which persons wishing to visit the Centre 
Market must proceed. The sale of ar- 
ticles from these places not only causes 
a condition of congestion but also brings 
about many sanitary nuisances due to 


refuse and offal disposal. 


Furthermore, it is a well known ob- 
servation that the quality of the food 
exposed there is of the poorest grade. 
Devices for cheating customers are wide- 
spread such as placing inferior merchan- 
dise under a layer of fairly good looking 
foodstuff, or what is known as “topping.” 
The dissatisfaction of customers by such 


business methods has an adverse affect 
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upon us as it causes them to believe the 
market stand owners to be of the same 
character. 


We humbly beg that your honorable 
body will make every effort through the 
police and other channels, to bring about 
a discontinuance of the sale of food upon 
these sidewalks. It is our experience 
that such a practice seriously effects our 
business and that of the city itself in its 
conduct and the Centre

Mr. E. B. Twardus, 810 Broad Street: 
If the Commission please, as a taxpayer 
and property owner and citizen of this 
city, it has been brought to my attention 
on many occasions about: the neglected 
condition on Mechanic Street. Mechanic 
Street between Broad and Mulberry 
Street is about 37 feet wide, one way 
traffic. Beyond that point it widens out 
into 50 feet and continues as East Me- 
chanic Street to Ferry Street and Mar- 
ket. Newark at the present time has 
only one central cross street, that is 
Market Street. 
from High to the Pennsylvania Railroad 
spends twelve to fifteen minutes in the 
traffic, if he goes by automobile. A start 
was made about ten or twelve years ago 
when Branford Place was cut through, 
and I have a sketch here showing where 
Branford Place can be extended between 
the National State Bank Building and 
the church, demolishing two old build- 
ings on Mechanic Street whith should 
be condemned. They are now unoccu- 
pied, and widen Mechanic Street 19 to 20

feet from number 24 to a distance about 
200 feet easterly of Mulberry Street. The 
present assessments are about $1,000 a 


front foot, and with the increased width 


in the street giving way to two-way 
traffic, the assessments can be raised to 
$3,000 a front foot, which would mean 
the ratables would be close to $4,000,000 
to that block and a half. That would 
give the city $120,000 a year in taxes 
without considering the buildings that 
would be placed on the streets. At the 
present time number 12 and 14 are being 
improved „with new limestone fronts—— 
number 14 is a new building and number 
12 is now being improved with a new 
limestone front and being remodeled. 16 
to 22 should be condemned and torn 
down, which would give access from 
Branford Place across Broad Street, 
through part of the church property, and 
then angling into Mechanic Street, cut- 
ting off 20 feet. on the southerly side of 
Mechanic Street. This would cost the 
city very little on account of the build- 
ings there being of no real value. The 
entire street has dilapidated buildings on 
it and it is a ŝhame for a city the size 
qf Newark to allow such a condition to 
be there. The street is full of holes. 
A street within 400 feet of Broad and 
Market Street should surely be consid- 
ered the Wall Street of Newark. At 
the present time beyond that point up to 
Ferry Street the ratables are about $100 
a foot, and with through traffic there 
the ratables could be raised to $1,000. 
This would give the city many thousand 
dollars a year, if this street was widened 
now to allow traffic to go through to 
Branford Place. At the present time

Avenue all lead to one place and when 


they come to Broad Street there comes

a delay because traffic runs left and 
right. Allow that traffic to move from 
Branford Place through Mechanic Street 
to relieve congestion on’ Broad Street. 
The city has the right to go through 
that church property. The statute gives 
the right to the Board of Health ‘in 
case a cemetery is neglected, abandoned 
or becomes a nuisance, for the city to 
take that part over for public use. I 
would strongly urge that the Commis- 
sioners give this matter serious consider- 
ation. I have several pieces of property 
there. I had a New York man interested 
in a building. When he saw Mechanic 
Street as narrow as it is, traffic on 
both sides—trucks cannot get through 
there—he said, “Newark is not for me, 
not for the present, anyway.” This con- 
dition should not be tolerated any longer 
in that section. Anybody trying to get 
to any point on Broad Street going west 
on Market must continue all the way up 
to Washington Street in order to make 
the necessary turn to get on Broad 
Street somewhere. If that condition is 
relieved and Mechanic Street between 
Broad and Mulberry is made a two 
way street, that would save congestion 
of people going west on Market Street 
to Washington to get anywhere on Broad 
Street where they want to shop. I 
strongly urge the commissioners to give 


this matter serious consideration.

In the event that there is 
any outstanding temporary indebtedness 
incurred for the cost of said improve- 
ment, the money herein authorized to be 
applied to the cost of such improvement 
shall be applied to the payment of such 
indebtedness. 


Section 4. The following matters are 
hereby determined and declared, pursuant 
to the requirements of said Chapter 252 
of the Laws of 1916, as amended: 


(a) The improvements for which 
bonds are hereby authorized to be issued 
were not completed prior to November 
15, 1925, and said improvements are of 
the class described in Clause (C) of Sub- 
section (2) of Section 4 of said Chapter 
252 of the Laws of 1916, as amended.

be divided into four periods of five years 
each, and two months prior to the com-

The Directors of the Broad Street As- 
sociation, in common with other citi- 
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zens, have observed with concern the in- 
creasing prevalence of crimes of vio- 
lence in this state and the apparent help- 
lessness of our citizenry and police forces 
in the presence of this grave menace to 
public safety and order. 


We are conscious of a civic obligation 
to contribute to the formation of a more 
definite and outspoken public opinion by 
making known at this time our sense of 
outrage and horror at the conditions 
which have permitted the growth and 
outlawry and brigandage and the escape 
of so many bloodstained criminals, un- 
punished, to prey further upon the com- 
munity.

Mayor Raymond: I might say in ref- 
erence to this communication from the 
Broad Street Association, that the Gov- 
ernor has called a conference of all the 
county officials having to do with the 
prosecution of criminals, prosecutors, 


judges and sheriffs, and also the muni- 


cipal directors of public safety, and po- 
lice officers, and he has asked the mem- 
bers of the Crime Commission which he 
appointed last spring, including myself 
and Mayor Hague, and three county 
judges, also to be present next Friday 
morning at ten o'clock at the State 
House. That will be an assemblage of 
ail the officials in the State charged with 
the administration of law and the pro- 
secution of crime, and I am sure that the 
matter being in the hands of Governor 
Moore, as it is, and having the hearty 
co-operation of other officials, that what- 
ever can be done will be done in this 
very serious crisis. Commissioner Bren- 
nan and myself will be there, I have no 
doubt, and I know that in Newark here 
an exceedingly difficult problem is being 
handled in a splendid way. Would you 
like to say anything, Commissioner Bren- 
nan? 


Commissioner Brennan: No; there is 
nothing I have to add, Mr. Mayor. 
Everything that can be done is either 
being done or is on the way at the pres- 
ent time. I might say on Thursday next 
there is going to be a conference in this 
Chamber of the Directors and other 
executive heads of the police departments 
of the entire northerly section of our 
State. There was a conference held on 
last Friday by the Chiefs of Police of all 
these municipalities which has resulted 
in the promulgation of suggested legis- 
lative and municipal acts and ordinances 
coming from the practical side of the 
men handling crime and safety commis- 
sions, which is to be discussed and given 
consideration by the conference on 
Thursday. I think it is coming here at 


an opportune time, the Governor’s con- 


ference on Friday morning, we possibly 
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may be able to have something more 
concrete. 


Mayor Raymond: Commissioner 
Murray, don’t you think it would be well 
to answer the latter by saying that the 
‘City Commission is keenly alive to the 
serious situation and is doing everything 
in its power to relieve the situation, and 
that the officials are actively engaged in 
so doing at this time? Don’t you think 
that would be more— 


* Commissioner Murray: I think that 
would be well. 


Mayor Raymond: JI think, in ack- 
nowledging that, I would say that, and 
then the matter might be referred to the 
Director of Public Safety. 


Commissioner Brennan: I might say, 
our department in this city has been ex- 
tremely vigilant and have been fortunate 
in running down some of those charged 
with the commission of some of those 
dastardly crimes committed in the past 
year, and I believe have got the right 
parties, from my information. 


Mayor Raymond: Have they got a 
clue to that outrage across the street? 


Commissioner Brennan: Yes. 


Mayor Raymond: You see, the auto- 
mobile is a cause of this and it makes 
it exceedingly difficult— 


Commissioner Brennan: It has been 
exceedingly difficult, but I feel, Mr. 
Mayor, before many weeks are past, 
through co-ordination of “the various 
departments surrounding us, and in ad-

dition to our own activities, that we will 
have our city, at least as free and clear 
of the criminal element as any city in the 
country. In fact, we have done it. 

I think we ought 
to say to you, Commissioner Brennan, 


Mayor Raymond: 


that the heavy burden you have as com- 
missioner, that we stand ready to do any- 
thing in our power to aid you and co- 
operate with you to the extent of pro- 
viding you with further funds, if neces- 
sary, to carry on this work ‘that you are 
doing. 


Commissioner Brennan: I appreciate 
that. 

Mayor Raymond: And I may say the 
whole commission feels that way about 
it. I know in the matter of funds— 

Commissioner Brennan: At the pres- 
ent time it isn’t exactly funds, it is the 
finding of proper methods by which we 
can combat this condition confronting 
us. We might spend all kinds of funds 
and accomplish nothing, and I am not 
entirely keen on spending funds without 
knowing where ‘it is going. 

Mayor Raymond: I know you have 
an overtaxed police department from 
your traffic problem, but this is an 
abnormal problem which might make 
necessary some increase in your force. 


I have been 
discussing that with some gentlemen 
from the budget— 


Commissioner, Brennan: 


Mayor Raymond: I thought if you 
cared to consider that before the budget 
is considered we might be able to take 
care oi you in an emergency. 
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Commissioner Brennan: We are in 
pretty good shape at the present time, 
Mr. Mayor. 

Mayor Raymond: Any person desire 
to be heard? Mr. Boggs, I believe you 
do. 


Mr. Herbert Boggs: Mr. Mayor, I 
appear on behalf of Fleissner Realty 
Company, and Mr. Fleissner, the prin- 
cipal owner and president of that com- 
pany. They are the owners of a large 
piece of property with frontage on Ward 
Street, 300 to 310, and about four years 
ago the City passed an ordinance to open 
Ward Street north from Market Street 
through to Commerce Street. Proceed- 
ings were had thereon, sent to the Com- 
missioners to asses the damages, and long 
hearings were had, but the commissioners 
never made any report. Before the com- 
missioners had made their report the 
commission passed an ordinance rescind- 
ing the ordinance opening Ward Street. 
That was, 1 think, some two years ago, 
or a little more than two years ago. 
Since that time there have been numer- 
ous rumors, unofficial, of course, not in 
any way binding upon the city, that the 
city did contemplate the opening of this 
street to Commerce Street and putting 
Mr. Fleissner in such a position that he 
has been unable to do anything with his 
land, not knowing what the situation 
will be and not being willing, if the city 
intended to open the street, to make im- 
provements simply to be paid for by the 
city and torn down. It has also affected 
him in the question of making long 


leases. Now that situation has prevailed 
up to the present time and Mr. Fleissner 
has planned a project which will prob- 


abiy call for a very large tearing down 


of the present buildings and a large re- 
construction costing a great deal of 
money, and the new reconstruction, when 
finished, it wiil mean that if the city then 
opens the street it will certainly increase 
the damages very materially, and if the 
street is opened while the improvement 
is being made it will, of course, be an 
increase of damages and it will all be 
thrown away, and if the city means to 
open the street, all this construction 
work, or a great portion of it, is useless 
expenditure ultimately on the part of the 
city and Mr. Fleissner felt it was right 
and fair to the commissioners and the 
city, before taking any steps, to come 
down here and speak to the commission- 
ers and tell them just what the situation 
was as far as he was concerned, not with 
the idea of making any threats or any- 
thing of that kind, but simply to say that 
he felt that he was justified now, that 
as an owner he should have the right to 
put the land to the highest use without 
waiting upon the city and that he was 
justified now in going ahead and mak- 
ing those alterations and changes, and 
would be compelled to do so in the very 
near future, if he was going to do it at 
all, perhaps in the course of three or 
four weeks. The plans, as I understand, 
it, have been drawn and he will be 
ready now to make bids I understand. 
I think I may ‘say, that part of the plans 
might call for the—there is a picture 
theatre on the ground, a large increase 
in the size of that picture theatre. The 
old plan of the opening of the street took 
off a portion of the theatre and this 
would be a much larger theatre and the 
increased damage, if that was torn down, 
would be very great, so that we do feel 


that we are justified in going ahead and 


using the property as we please, al- 


though we do not want to interfere with 
the city. If the city has an immediate 
mind, or can tell us that in the near fu- 
ture it proposes to and is going to, we 
don’t want to increase simply for noth- 
ing— 


Mayor Raymond: Mr. Boggs, I 
think the city has unwittingly, and not 
willingly, treated some of these property 
owners unfairly, not meaning to, but the 
ordinance which we originally had pro- 
vided for an appropriation which was 
not sufficient to take care of the cost as 
determined by- the Assessment Commis- 
sioners, and just at that time, strangely, 
the suggested changes by the Pennsyl- 
vania Railroad came up and not knowing 
just what their plans were or where 
they were to locate, or where the station 
was to be located, or what street changes 
would be made there we had to, with 
all discretion, lay the matter over for a 
while until we could find out where we 
were at. 


Mr. Boggs: I understood that was 
the situation. 


Mayor Raymond: Now the Pennsy!- 
vania Railroad matter is approaching a 
conclusion, I think we are coming to- 
gether, and I hope the thing will be set- 
tled soon, and I may say we certainly 
have not abandoned our contemplated 
taking of that street, and I think that 
Mr. Fleissner and the other owners there 
are justified in asking if we are going 
to take it, and if so to hurry up and take 
it. All I can say is we will hurry and do 
it. Will you prepare the ordinance, Mr. 
Congleton? We will try to get the 
thing done so he will know where he is 
at. 
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Mr. Boggs: I don’t know whether the 
Engineer ever considered and reported 
what was considered a modified plan of 
the opening that would reduce the dam- 
ages very much, and that modified plan, 
I think a sort of an understanding with 
the property owners in the block as to 
what the cost wouid be with thé modified 
opening, whether they would hold to that 
today or not— 


Mayor Raymond: I don’t know. You 
notice I didn’t say anything about it, Mr. 
Boggs. 


Mr. Boggs: I didn’t know that it ever 
came to your attention. 


_ Mayor Raymond: We will have to 
take this up de novo. Have you got the 
modified plan, Mr. Kane, which was sup- 
posed to be the cheaper ? 


Mr. Kane: Yes, we have that. 


Mayor Raymond: I suppose we had

come in— 


Mr. Boggs: If there is immediate 
action contemplated, that is all we want 
to know. 


Mayor Raymond: There is immediate 
action contemplated.

I have got a pretty good 
tenant and I will have to build unless I 
can see that something is going on there 
within the immediate future. As it is

Second, as this property immediately ad- 
joins the railroad and it not suitable for 
residence in view of the noise and smoke 
of passing trains. And third, that the 
character of the neighborhood has under- 
gone a change from residential to that 
of an industrial district in view of the 
fact that in the rear of my property 
there are two public garages and an ice 
plant. 


I respectfully submit unto this Honor- 
able Body that my investment is a total 
loss unless this Honorable Commission 
will allow me to replace the present old

A regular meeting of the Board of 
Commissioners was held on the above 
date, in the Commissioners’ Chamber, 
City Hall, Newark, at 11 A. M.

Commissioner Howe presiding. 


The minutes of meeting of Novem- 
ber 9th were read and approved. 


Commissioner Howe: Does any citi- 
zen desire to be heard? 


Dr. William Buermann, Lincoln Park: 
Gentlemer. of the Commission, we regret 
very much that our Honorable Mayor is 
not here owing to illness, but we certainly 
send through you our good wishes for 
his speedy recovery so he may be able to 
come back soon and assume the responsi- 
bilities, which we know are very great. 


Gentlemen, we have here before you a 
delegation from the south side of the 
City of Newark, the south end, and this 
delegation, known as the South Side Tube 
Extension Committee, would like to have 
you understand not only represents 
themselves, but also for the great body 
of citizens in our end of the town. We 
could ‘bring many more here, but you 
realize that through us that these other 
citizens that are not here, are expressing 


their sentiment. 
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We have come here, as you no doubt 
realize, on an important mission, and 
that is endeavoring to help and suggest 
to you a solution and solving of a solu- 
tion, namely, the terrible traffic conges- 
tion in the center of our city. We know 
the town is growing, and we know that 
that is one.of our big problems and one 
that you folks are battling with, and the 
citizens have, unfortunately, got to con- 
tend with. This traffic congestion is so 
vital that it is not only affecting the eco- 
nomical welfare of the town, and the 
business interests, but it is a matter of 
safety to the citizens; it is a matter of 
life and death to many of them, inas- 
much as we know the accidents that are 
necessarily the result of this congestion. 
We understand that shortly there will be 
before you a plan, one that has been in 
contemplation for over two years, inas- 
much as we have already been organized 
almost going on two years, to help take 
care of this problem,—the matter of the 
Union Station, with enough facilities to 
help solve the problem. We believe this 
matter is a matter that should be taken 
care of in its entirety. We believe it is 
not a matter to be taken care of just in 
part, because it will not solve the situa- 
tion. Not for the present time, and if 
we leave it to a future time none of us 
know when it will ever be solved. 


Gentlemen, I want to call your at- 
tention specially, to you representatives 
of the City of Newark. -We have re- 
ceived jn the past your word of honor 
over your signatures. I could present to 
you numerous sayings of yours, numer- 
ous newspaper clippings in which you 
have most heartily and cheerfully en- 
dorsed our proposition and our cause, 


namely, to have the tube facilities ex- 
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tended to the south end of the city. We 
know you are with us. We, as I say, 
could quote many of your sayings. We 
also hear that there is a possibility of 
the financial status of the city holding 
off perhaps some of this improvement 
and making a piecemeal business of it. 
We trust that you will be able to see 
your way to finance this proposition as a 
whole. We have endorsed to you in the 
past big problems. You have found 
ways and means financially to solve 
many of them. I could cite instances,— 
your responsibilities in the development 
of the Port Newark. You have spent 
You no doubt will have 
The citi- 
zens have given you the endorsement of 


millions there. 
to continue to spend millions. 
spending those millions, Perhaps we 
cannot get the returns from that money 
for some time, but we feel confident that 
the future will take care of that and will 
show that it was wise to expend those 
funds. 
tinue. 


You have and are going to con- 
Among them, a solution of the 
water supply of Newark. We are now 
spending millions that we at the present 
time need not have necessarily have any 
direct benefit from, but we know it has 
to be done, and our future generation 
will have the resuits of your wise policy. 


You have other problems before you. 
Now, we have one that we know is not 
only one of the future, it is one of the 
present time, and one that we sincerely 
hope that you will solve for us while we 
are here to get some benefits therefrom. 
I want to quote, if you will permit me, 
the words at a hearing that was held 
here in the City Hall a year ago last 
July when you thought at that time 
there would be, within a few months we 
would probabiy be able to have this work 
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begin. I would like to, with your per- 
mission, quote the sayings of our Hon- 
orable Mayor when he stated, “I, for 
ong part, representing the people of 
Newark, am most desirous, and so told 
them,” the Pennsylvania Railroad—“that 
the tube service be extended to South 


Street.” Another quotation I would 


‘like to give you of the Mayor’s, “That 


I am entirely in sympathy with your 
Proposition that this thing be extended 
to South Street. I think I could go so 
far as to say that if the Pennsylvania 
Railroad can be urged to do so, to ex- 
tend this service to South Street. If the 
Public Service Corporation can be in- 
duced and see its way clear in view of 
operating expenses and other outputs, if 
they can do it I think that we can say 
the City Commission, representing you, 
would spend all the money necessary and 
would dispose of the transportation 
there.” I am merely quoting to you that 
we have had full confidence at that time 
from the assurances that we have re- 
ceived, that this matter will be taken 
care of and taken care of very soon. 


Commissioner Howe: We have no 
knowledge that the Mayor has changed 
his mind on that. 


Dr. Buerrnann: I merely want to 


. bring this to you-—— 


Commissioner Howe: The Mayor is 
just aS anxious today as he was then, 
and he would say today what he did 
then, that he is interested in the exten- 
sion. Nothing has come to our mind or 
attention, not authentic, that anything is 
changed in the situation, except possibly 


some newspaper rumors. Now, I know 


that we are daily awaiting news from 
the Pennsylvania Railroad, and the 
Mayor has assured us that any infor- 
mation he gets he will immediately im- 
part to his colleagues. I know that Mr. 
Congleton is in touch with the situation 
and keeping us informed in the absence 
of the Mayor, who is home through ill- 
ness. I might ask Mr. Congleton if there 
is anything new or anything that he has 
learned in the past few days that we 
have not heard. 


Mr. Congleton: Doctor Buermann, 
these rernarks are made, perhaps, be- 
cause of some of the newspaper stories 
that have appeared lately that the Penn- 
sylvania Railroad plans now contemplate 
merely a Market Street Station and that 
the South Street or south extension of 
the Manhattan Tube trains was to be 
abandoned. Now, we are not responsible 
for the newspaper story and I want to 
say that I have been in touch with Mayor 
Raymond in all of these negotiations, 
and so far as we know there is abso- 
lutely not a word of truth in the news- 
paper stories. We are expecting when 
the plans come from the Pennsylvania 
Railroad Company that they will pro- 
vide for the Market Street Station at 
Market Street, and for a station upon 
the Hudson and Manhattan Tube Line 
to the southward just as the Mayor’s last 
statement said. 


(Loud applause.) 


There has been no conference between 
the Pennsylvania Railroad officials and 
the Mayor, or his representatives, which 
gives any basis for the newspaper 
stories that have recently appeared. Now, 
with respect to the money that is ex- 


pended at Port Newark, it may be in- 
teresting for you people to know that at 


present we have leases which are pro- 


ducing today $142,000 in annual rentals, 
so that is some return that we are get- 
ting. 


With respect to the city’s finances, I 
can say we have that well in hand, and 
I have in my pocket just this very morn- 
ing, a draft of a bill which we hope we 
may get through in the New York Leg- 
islature this year, as we have tried for 
the past three previous years, to make a 


‘little change in their law which will not 


interfere with the bonds of the City of 
Newark being illegal investments for the 
savings banks and other institutions in 
New York, so we have not been neglect- 
ing any of the matters. We have the 
large vision that I think you folks have, 
and we are doing everything that we can 
do to place ourselves in that position to 
carry out what has been said heretofore 
by the Commissioners that they wanted 
to do. . 


Dr. Buermann: Gentlemen, I hope we 
are not imposing on your time. Our ob- 
ject in coming here is to emphasize our 
cause. Our citizens naturally are deeply 
interested in this, We feel sometimes it 
is wise to anticipate some things that 
are likely to come, and we perhaps have 
reasons to think that some of this project 
of ours has had some opposition. We 
know there has been none so far as the 
citizens are concerned; we feel that there 
has been none so far as you folks are 
concerned; we feel by expressing our 
sentiment here it might go even to the 
other parties who are interested in this 
case with whom you will have to deal, 


and perhaps it will make it a good deal 
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we 


‘e 


easier for you to take care of the prob- 
lem when it comes. We are merely 
speaking for the big problem of central 
traffic congestion needs a solution, it 
needs help at once, and we are asking 
you to take care and in this problem 
“hasten it, if it possibly can be hastened 
so as to take care of thousands of. peo- 
ple that we know—I estimate at the very 
conservative estimate 20,000 people who 
are obliged to go through the heart of 


the City of Newark, through the rush - 


hours of the day and use conveyances 
which no doubt helps to make the traf- 
fic through the city more hazardous and 
certainly it is not helping to solve the 
problem. We feel also if this problem 
is not taken care of when the time comes 
as one whole problem, and we don’t get 
facilities down at the south end, the 
problem will be worse than it is now. 


Now, we have come before you as a 
delegation and we would like to have 
the privilege of having perhaps some of 
the other citizens speak and possibly give 
you some facts which we feel ought to 
be in your possession, and we would be 
pleased if you will give us the privilege 
of asking our representative, Judge Os- 
borne, to have the floor for a few mo- 
ments. Thank you. (Applause.) 


Mr. Harry V. Osborne: Mr. Chair- 
man, and gentlemen of the Commission, 
while it is true that these newspaper re- 
ports may not be authorized and they 
may be just the product of the imagina- 
tion of some enthusiastic reporter, at the 
same time they are very disturbing, and 
they have been very disturbing to the 
people who are interested in this south 
side tube extension, and when a repre- 
sentative of the city publishes a detailed 
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statement of finances evidently intended 
to back up such a position, why, natur- 
ally the people who read these reports 
give them some credence. Now, the 
men who are here today represent not 
only the property owners on the south 
side, but they represent every organiza- 
tion on the southerly side of the city 
and in the Ironbound district, and the 
Chamber of Commerce is also back of 
this proposition. 


I don’t take the position that these 
gentlemen are coming here pleading with 
you for something. I take the position 
that” while the responsibility is yours, 
the citizens have got to pay the bill, and 
they have rights which it is your duty 
as their representatives to respect. I 


don’t assume, as Doctor Buerman may 
have done, that all of the wisdom in this 
matter lies around this Board. I take 
it that you men are just as other men 
are, susceptible to the same limitations 
as other men are. And that is one rea- 
son why we feel at liberty to come here 
and tell you, as our representatives, what 
we want and what we think we are en- 
titled to have as citizens of this town, 
and as taxpayers. In doing that we don’t 
mean, of course, that you are not going 
to give the people what they are entitled 
to have and if there is no reason why 
you cannot do it, but we want to make 
it clear that in doing this and in appro- 
priating so much of the city’s money as 
may be necessary to carry out this great 
improvement, that you are going to have 
these people, these citizens, these taxpay- 
ers and these organizations back of you, 
because you are entitled to that support. 
That is going to take some money, of 
course, not, the fabulous sums that some 


people have imagined, that there has 
been talked about, but some money, and 
you have got the responsibility for vot- 
ing it and you ought to know, and we 
want you to know, that the people here 
that are interested in this great improve- 
ment, approve of whatever action you 
may take to bring it about. 


Now, let me say this, that the report 
of the separation of the extension of the 
tube and the installation of a new sta- 
tion without—station on the south side, 
is one of the greatest catastrophes that 
could have happened to the City of New- 
ark. I don’t have to tell you, you are 
men of experience, you know the ways 
of the world, I don’t have to tell you 
what will happen to the City of Newark 
if the Pennsylvania Railroad ever gets 
its four tracks through there and we 
don’t get this station on the south side, 
this tube extension. 


Mr. Congleton: Judge Osborne, I 
would like to say to you that the stand 
has been taken by the city, and we have 
stood right fast to it, that there will be 
just one contract with the Pennsylvania 
Railroad Company which contemplates 
everything that we can finally agree 
upon, which includes, as I have said the 
extension to the southward. 


Mr. Osborne: 
glad to have that assurance. 
plause). 


That is fine; we are 
(Loud ap- 


Mr. Osborne: And we want you to 
know that the citizens of this town ap- 
prove of that policy and that we will not 
stand by without raising our voices in 
protest if there is any change. (Ap- 
plause). 


On this question of money, I have had 
an analysis made of the tax value of the 
assessed valuations, and they are a prac- 
tical answer to that question. The taxes 


‘are assessible to the City, they know 


what the figures are, you gentlemen 


know, and when I remind you that the. 


assessed valuation of the property on the 
westerly side of the railroad is only a 
little over $500,000 to South Street, what, 
that is a complete answer to any ques- 
tion which may be raised about the abil- 
ity of the city to finance that part of the 
improvement. In view of the assurance 
given by the City Council, I don’t deem 


` it necessary to say anything further at 
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this time, but we want to leave you with 
this knowledge and with this assurance 
that we are back of this commission so 
far as public opinion is concerned, so far 
as public approval is concerned, of 
everything that it does to bring about 
the relief which we are asking for. We 
believe that the benefit to the city will 
be incalculable, that it will much more 
than amply repay any outlay at its initi- 
ation, and that if it is necessary and to 
whatever extent it is necessary, and the 
extent, of course, must be left to your 
judgment—you gentlemen find to spend 
the money of the city, we are going to 
stand back of you in that matter. This 
is a benefit to the whole city, and we 
firmly believe that you will, as you have 
already said, see that that is so, and that 
it is something that we ought to have 
now, because if we don’t get it now we 
never will. 


(Loud applause). 


Commissioner Howe: I might say, 
Judge Osborne, and Doctor Buermann, 
and those you represent, that we are at 
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all times willing to give the public any- 
thing that they want that they are will- 
ing to pay for and can afford to, and 
that everyone of the members of this 
commission are as anxious as you are 
for the relief you ask for. 


( Applause). 


Dr. Buermann: I don’t think there is 
anything more that our folks want to 
say.

Commissioner Murray: Did Fairmont 
Cemetery contribute anything on ac- 
count of the improvement of South 18th 
Street?

It is 
too bad that in the twentieth century we 
have got to have a law passed. It is too 
bad that it isn’t natural. They do want 
one day, and we ask you in the name of 
this wonderful city of ours,—we are 
proud of it,—and these people do want 
to enjoy a wonderful respectable Sun- 
day out in our parks with thefr little 
ones and have an enjoyable Sunday, and 
I know it will be appreciated whatever 
you do jor us in the shape of co-opera- 
tion. You will have no trouble at all. 
‘There is nobody protesting, there is no- 
body against it. Whoever I asked for 
the signing of the petition, they done it 
voluntarily, and they said, “I hope that 
we succeed in having it passed,” and I as- 
sure you that I know almost positive that

- Subse- 
quently we found that according to the 
decision of the courts of New Jersey, 
these zoring ordinances didn’t amount to

Everybody hasn’t got 
the money to do that, but this is a mat- 
ter of buch public welfare, a matter that 
involved the interests of so many of our 
citizens} in fact, I would say without fear 
of contradiction that 90 per cent of our 
citizens, because they have a few specu- 
lators that have no regard or any respect 
for the investment of the people in their 
homes for the comfort of these people 
and for their pleasure.

Our request takes this form for the 
reason that there has not been provided 
for our class of service any yearly auto- 
matic increase, andin view of the fact 
that each of us has been employed by 
the City for a term of years without 
having received any salary raise, we feel 
that we are entitled at this time to con- 
sideration by your Honorable Body. 

Deputy Clerks are obliged to leave 
their homes at night and on Sundays and 
holidays to take complaints and to hold 
offenders to bail. They are required by 
law to assist the Clerks and the Judges 
in the performance of their duties, and 
in the absence of the Clerk or Judge 
assume full responsibility for the func- 
tioning of the Courts. 


Increase of salary has recently been 
granted to the Deputy Clerks of the 


District Courts of this City from $2,500 
to $3,000 per annum. Deputy Clerks in 
the Criminal Courts of our ‘sister first- 
class city receive $3,600 per annum, and 


in our city a Deputy Clerk does not re-.

I don’t know 
that they are going to make any changes, 
only the rumors persist, and if so, we 
should make a careful study of what is 
intended, and to that end I think we 
should confer with representatives or 
officials of the Lackawanna Railroad 
Company. The bridge crossing Broad 
Street, the Lackawanna Railroad bridge 
which now crosses Broad Street, isn’t a, 
suitable bridge for a street of the char- 
acter of Broad Street. In fact, it is very 
unsightly. Ir looks like a railroad 
freight bridge that we would see in a 
one-horse town. That isn’t the kind of a 
bridge that ought to cross the most im- 
portant thoroughfare of the City of 
Newark. When the Lackawanna Rail- 
road makes improvements in little bits 
of towns all through New Jersey, they 
construct very ornamental depots and 
very ornamental bridges wherever they 
construct bridges, and these structures 
are a credit to the town, and they are 
beautiful, in most cases.

you find beautiful’ bridges wherever you 
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go In Newark they have probably the

Mr. W. W. Michaels: We find that a 
great many of the citizens of Roseville 
are employed in the southern end of the 
district of the city, out toward the Dur- 
ant plant, and many of the leather fac- 
tories, and to make the change on the 
Elizabeth line would work.a consider- 
able hardship upon those men who go to 


and from work each day. Should this 


proposed proposition go into effect, it, 
would mean the loss each way each day ` 


of something like 15 or 20 minutes time, 
besides the additional carfare, which is 
something that is very undesirable to the 
workers and it would work a handicap 
on them, not only from that standpoint, 
but we find that the workers are more 
inclined to get closer to their work and

Commissioner Howe: Are you folks 
satisfied with the prenent condition?

Commissioner Howe: Mr. Costello, 
what do you know of the contemplated 
change that is before the City Commis- 
sion today? 


Mr. Costello: The Public Service has 
made this application for the change of 
route, and we don’t altogether approve 
of it, and we recognize the rights of 
these Roseville citizens to go south on 
Broad Street, and I think that before 
this would be approved by us that the 
Roseville citizens be satisfied. There is 
some merit in this application, but if the 
present .service is satisfactory, why, I 


think their claim should be considered 


and avoid these delays and extra carefare, > 


and we feel it would be a handicap, not 
only to the worker, but also to the prop- 
erty owners and the citizens of the dis- 
trict, and for that reason we would ask 
the indulgence of the Commission of the

Commissioner Gillen: 


Mr. Costello: I understand it is the 
Public Utilities and the city doesn’t have 
any power over it. Do they, Mr. Congle- 
ton? 

Mr. Congleton: I am not in a position 
to say. l understand it is under the 
Public Utilities, 

Commissioner Gillen: There are a 
great many industries in that southern 
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end of tke city in which citizens of Rose- 
vill are engaged, citizens from the 
north end and northwestern section, and 
you cannot say over night that they have 
got to pay 10 cents and not 5 cents fare. 
That would be entirely wrong within the 
city limits, and whatever may be the ulti- 
mate change in fares outside of the City 
of Newark, certainly within the city 
limits we should work for the 5-cent fare 
and stick to it. There isn’t any good rea- 
son for increasing the fare in the city. 
If you reroute lines and make a passen- 
ger who has to go to some other point in 
the city to change cars and cost him, as 
the Congressman says, to cause him un- 
warranted delay, and you make him pay 
10 cents instead of 5 cents, and these 
changes are so frequent that we cannot 
say any longer we have a five-centfare in 
the City of Newark. If they keep on 
you won't be able to go from any part of 
the city to another part of the city un- 
less you pay 10 cents. That, of course, 
the citizens of Newark should oppose, 
unless it is absolutely proven that trans- 
portation systems cannot operate under 
a 5-cent fare. That hasn’t been proven 
yet,.and until it is proven the citizens 
should oppose an increase within the city 
limits, at least, I think this Board should 
do everything within its power to pro- 
tect the citizens’ rights in this matter, 
and I think the Board will. So these 
changes should not be made over night 
without full consideration and without 
the consent of the people of Newark. 
After all, they have some rights in these 
matters and their rights must be -recog- 
nized in one way or other. Therefore, 
I move you, Mr. Mayor, that when these 
changes are considered, if there is any 
conference between the Public Service 
Company and the Engineering Depart- 
ment, that a committee of the Roseville 
citizens be invited and permitted to sit 
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in that conference.

Dear Director Brennan: 


You will recollect that some time ago 
the Broad Street Association submitted 
to the Commissioners of the City of 


‘Newark a report of our Traffic Com- 


mittee (which had been approved by the 
members of our Association) which con- 
tained certain suggestions regarding the 
regulation of traffic on Broad Street. 


This report was referred to you and 
we appreciate the courteous treatment it 
received at your hands and the way in 
which you have put into effect many of 
the suggestions it contained. 


One of the suggestions on which you 
have not acted, up to the present time, 
was the elimination of parking on several 
of our main thoroughfares, including 
Broad Street, during the rush hours. 


We understand that it is your intention 
to put this plan into practice on Market 
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_ Street ‘for a period of one month, begin- 


ning January 3, and the Directors of the 
Broad Street Association earnestly re- 
quest you to extend this prohibition of 
parking during the- rush hours, both 
morning and evening, to Broad Street, 
from the Lackawanna Railroad to Lin- 
coln Park, 


We-have the assurance of the engi- 
neers engaged by the city to study traffic 
conditions that this request will not con- 
flict with any suggestions they will make 
when their report is ready for the City 
Commissioners.
